THE BIGGEST PRI- 
VATE TELEPHONE 
NETWORK .-IN THE 
WORLD just recently 
went into operation! It’s 
called the Federal Tele- 
communications System and it provides desk-to-desk dial- 
ing between 750,000 telephones in 8,000 government 
offices in 400 communities throughcut the United States, 
Before the new system was installed, people in govern- 
ment offices who wanted to call government agencies in 
other cities had to place their calls through regular switch- 
boards. Now, all they do is dial a code number, and the 
regular phone number. Naturally, this saves a lot of time 
and red tape. And what’s more, it saves the taxpayers 
dollars, because under the new system, calls are made at 
bulk telephone rates. 


EVER HEARD A MACHINE RECITE SHAKES- 
PEARE? Believe it or not, there is such a thing. As part 
of research into the nature of speech and hearing, tele- 
phone scientists are experimenting with a talking machine. 
This strange monster is fed punched cards representing 
32 speech sounds. The cards are then fed into the machine 
in proper sentence order. The computer processes the 
cards according to the rules of English grammar, and 
from them, it produces human-sounding speech! How- 
ever, we humans don’t have to be afraid we’re going to be 
replaced by machines, because rhis machine has to be 
told what to say, and can’t just rattle on all by itself. Also, 
this machine is more than just a curiosity or a gimmick. 
It could eventually result in a special keyboard on which 
a typist would tap out a message which would be spoken 
by another machine thousands of miles away! This sort 
of research may also lead to new techniques that will re- 
sult in more efficient and versatile service for all of us! 


HOW FAMILIAR ARE YOU WITH THE FRONT 
PAGES OF YOUR PHONE BOOK? Just before the 
regular listings of names and phone numbers, there’s all 
sorts of valuable information to help you make better use 
of your phone, and make telephoning easier. For instance, 
there’s a list of Area Codes for cities all over the country. 
The front pages also show emergency numbers for police 
and fire departments, information on how to place Long 
Distance calls, and how to make conference calls. Sounds 
like it might be a good idea to get better-acquainted with 
the front of the phone book!

in each such beat; to grant the 
Commission power to zone certain 
areas within the county and pro- 
vide a precedure for the amend- 
ment of zoning rgulations; to pro- 
hibit zoning regulations from be- 
ing retroactive; to provide reme- 
dies for the enforcement of the 
provisions of this act; and to pro- 
vide exceptions to such zoning 
regulations and for appeals from 
the decisions of the Commission. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature 
of Alabama: 

Section 1, Creation of County 
Planning Commission. There is 
hereby created a Planning Com- 
mission for Shelby County, Ala- 
bama which Commission shall be 
appointed as herein provided and 
shall have responsibilities and du- 
ties as are stated herein. The 
Commission shall be known as the 
Shelby County Planning Commis- 
sion. The term, “county governing 
body” when used herein shall re- 
fer to the Shelby County Board of 
Revenue and Control or its suc- 
cessors, 

Section 2. Personnel of the 
Shelby County Planning Commis- 
sion. The Commission shall be 
composed of seven members, all 
of whom shall be over the age of 
£5 years and each of whom shall 
he a qualified elector in and an 
actual resident of and a free-hold- 
er in Shelby County. Two of the 
members shall be appointed by the 
Board of Revenue and Control of 
Shelby County, two shall be ap- 
pointed by the Shelby County 
Board of Education, two shall be 
appointed by the Shelby County 
Bar Association, and one shall be 
appointed by the Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Shelby County. 
Not over two members of the 
Commission shall come from any 
one beat of the County. Each 
member shall serve a term of six 
years and until his successor is 
duly appointed and qualified. Pri- 
or to taking office each member 
shall subscribe to an oath as pro- 
vided by law for public officials 
and the same shall be recorded in 
the Probate Office of Shelby 
County. The original members of 
this Commission shall draw lot to 
determine the period of time each 
is to serve and the terms of two 
Shall expire two years from the 
date of the organization of the 
Commission, the terms of two 
shall expire four years from the 
date of the organization of the 
Commission and the terms of three 
shall expire six years from the 
date of the organization of the 
Commission. In the event of a va- 
ecancy on the Commission the 
same shall-be filled as in the case 
of the original appointment. All 
members shall serve without com- 
pensation, and the members shall 
hold ne other county office. How- 
ever, reasonable and necessary 
expenses of the members shall be 
paid from the General Fund of 
Shelby County. 

Section 3. Jurisdiction of Com- 
mission. The jurisdiction of the 
Commission shall extend to all 
areas of the county outside the 
boundaries of municipal corpora- 
tions; provided, however, that 
where a municipality now or in 
the future is authorized to exer- 
cise and does in fact exercise 
planning and zoning powers in any 
area outside its municipal boun- 
daries, such areas shall be exclud- 
ed from the jurisdiction of the 
county planning commission. 

Section 4. Organization and 
rules. The Commission shall elect 
its chairman and create and fill 
such other offices as it may de- 
termine. The term of chairman 
shall be for one year, with eligi- 
bility for re-election. The Com- 
misson shall normally hold at 
least one regular meeting each 
month. It shall adopt by-laws for 
the transaction of business and 
shall keep a record of its resolu- 
tions, transaction of business, 
which record shall be a_ public 
record. Five of the members shall 
constitute a quorum to transact 
the business of the Commission. 

Section 5. Staff and Finances. 
The Commission may appoint, pro-

Section 6, General Powers and 
Duties of the Commission. It shall 
be the function and duty of the 
Commission to make and maintain 
in an up-to-date manner a master 
plan and to adopt appropriate 
zoning regulations as provided by 
Section 10 hereof for the physical 


development of Shelby County. 


Such plan and regulations with 
the accompanying maps, plats, 
charts, and descriptive ateriai 
shall show the Commission’s rec- 
ommendations for the use and de- 
velopment of the territory of the 
said county. The zoning regula- 


tions shall also include a zoning 


plan for selected areas for the 


control of the height, area, bulk, 


location, and use of buildings and 
land. As the work of making the 
whole master plan and prepara- 
tion of zoning regulations pro- 
gresses, the commission may from 
time to time adopt and publish a 
part or parts thereof, any such 
part to cover one or more major 
sections or divisions of the coun- 
ty. The commission may from 
time to time amend, extend, or add 
to the plan or regulations as 
hereinafter provided, 

Section 7. Purposes In View. In 
the preparation of the master 
plan and zoning regulations, the 
commission shall make careful 
and comprehensive surveys and 
studies of the present conditions 
existing within the county with 
due regard to existing agricultur- 
al uses, to land by virtue of its 
fertility, proximity to water sup- 
plies, and other geographical 
features is particularly suited to 
agricultural uses, to neighboring 
municipalities, towns, and villages, 
to the growth of subdivisions, to 
the general population growth of 
the county, and make adequate 
provision for traffic, recreational 
areas and industry, and public 
utilities and other public require- 
ments. The plan and zoning reg- 
ulations should be made with the 
general purpose of guiding and 
accomplishing a coordinated, ad- 
justed and harmonious develop- 
ment of the county, which will, in 
accordance with present and fu- 
ture needs, best promote health, 
safety, morals, order, convenience, 
prosperity, and general welfare, 
as well as efficiency and economy 
in the process of development, and 
should promote safety from fire, 
flood and other dangers, the 
healthful and convenient distri- 
bution of population, and the wise 
and efficient expenditure of pub- 
lic funds. The plan and regula- 
tions shall be a public record, but 
its purpose and effect shall be to 
aid the plannnig commission in 
the performance of its duties, in- 
cluding making recommendations 
to the county governing body and 
assisting cooperating with other 
federal, state and local agencies 
so as to achieve coordinated, ad- 
justed, and harmonious develop- 
ment, 

Section 8. Election.To Determ- 
ine If Beat Is To Be Covered By 
The Master Plan and Zoning Reg- 
ulations. The master plan and 
zoning regulations provided by 
the Commission shall not be apli- 
cable in any beat of Shelby Coun- 
ty until the majority of the quali- 
fied electors of the beat voting in 
a special election shall have sig- 
nified by their vote that they de- 
sire the authority of the Commis- 
sion, its master plan and the zon- 
nig regulations to apply to “their 
beat. Such an election must be held 
not less than 30 nor more than 45 
days after a petition is filed in 
the Office of the Judge of Pro- 
bate seeking such an election and 
signed by no less than 25 electors

Subdivision Regula- 
tions. The Commission shall adopt

Section 10. Zoning; Grant of 
Power, For the purpose of pro- 
moting the health, safety, morals, 
convenience, order, prosperity and 
general welfare of the County, 
the Commission is hereby empow- 
ered to divide the portion of the 
county within its zoning jurisdic- 
tion into districts of such number, 
shape and area as may be found 
best suited to carry out the pur- 
poses of this act, and to provide 
within such districts for standards 
relating to the use of the land 
and the types and kinds of struc- 
tures that may be erected in such 
districts, Such provision shall be 
made in accordance with a com- 
prehensive plan and shall be de- 
signed to lessen congestion in the 
streets and highways; to secure 
safety from fire, flood, panic, and 
other dangers; to provide health 
and the general welfare; to pro- 
vide adequate light and air; to 
prevent the overcrowding of land; 
to avoid undue mixed use of land; 
to facilitate the adequate provi- 
sion of transportation, water 
supply, sewerage, schools, parks, 
and other public requirements. 
Such provision shall be made with 
reasonable consideration, among 
other things, of the character of 
the land and district and its pe- 
culiar suitability for particular 
uses and with a view of promoting 
desirable living conditions, sus- 
taining the stability of neighbor- 
hoods, protecting property against 
blight and depreciation, securing 
economy in governmental expen- 
ditures, conserving the value of 
buildings; and encouraging the 
most appropriate use of land and of 
buildings and structures through- 
out the jurisdiction of the Com- 
mission. For the purpose of pro- 
viding for the division of the ter- 
ritory into districts, consonant 
with the conditions provided in 


this section, the Commission may}. 


make a single zoning plan for all 
the territory of the area which 
lies within its jurisdiction or may 
make and certify separate and 
successive zoning plans for parts 
of such territory which it deems 
suitable for urban or suburban 
development or which for other 
reasons it deems to have appro- 
priate territorial unity for a zon- 
ing plan; and correspondingly any 
zoning regulations enacted by the 
Commission may cover and include 
the whole territory lying within 
its jurisdiction or such territory 
aus the commission deems to be ap- 
propriate territorial unit for a 
zoning plan, 

Section 11. Publication of No- 
tice of Proposed Change in Zoning 
Regulations. Once zoning regula- 
tions have become applicable to a 
beat as provided by Section 8 
hereof, such regulations shall not 
be changed by the Commission 
until the proposed change has been 
published for three weeks in a 
newspaper of general circulation 
within the county together with 
a notice stating the time and place 
that the change in regulations will! 
be considered by the Commission, 
and stating further that at such 
time and place all persons who 
desire shall have an opportunity 
to be heard in favor of or in op- 
position to such change in such 
zoning regulations, 

Section 12. Zoning Regulations 
Shall Not Be Retroactive. No 
zoning regulation adopted by the 
Commission shall change any use 
to which land is being made at 
the time such zoning regulations 
become applicable in any beat. 

Section 13. Remedies. In case 
any building or structure is erect- 
ed, constructed, reconstructed, al- 
tered, repaired, converted or main- 
tained, or any subdivision is es- 
tablished, or land used in viola- 
tion of this enactment or of any 
regulation made under the avthor- 
ity confered hereby, the county 
attorney, or other appropriate 


administrative officer of the Com- 


priate action or proceedings to 


prevent such unlawful erection, 


construction, reconstruction, alter- 
ation, repair, conversion, mainten- 
ance, or subdivision of the land 


or use of the land to restrain, 
correct, or abate such violation,

Section 14. Exceptions To Zon- 
ing Regulations. The Commission 
may in appropriate cases and 
subject to appropriate conditions 
and safeguards, make special ex- 
ceptions to the terms of the zon- 
ing regulations in harmony with 
its general purposes and interests 
and in accordance with general or 
specific rules adopted by the Com- 
mission, Anyone wishing to ap- 
peal from an existing zoning reg- 
ulation may file a written petition 
stating the basis for such appeal 
whereupon the Commission shall 
fix a date for such hearing, giving 
notice as to the Commission may 
seem appropriate, and on such 
hearing the Commission — shall 
have the following powers: (1) to 
hear and decide appeals where it 
is alleged there is error in any 
order, requirement, decision or 
determination made by the Com- 
mission or official in the enforce- 
ment of this article of any reg- 
ulation adopted pursuant thereto; 
(2) to hear and decide on requests 
for special exceptions to the term 
or provisions of the regulations 
upon which such Commission is 
required to pass; and (3) to au- 
thorize upon appeal in special 
cases such variance from the yard, 
open space, land use, bulk and 
height requirements of the regu- 
lation as will not be contrary to 
the public interest, where, owing 
to special conditions of the build- 
ing site or land, a literal enforce- 
ment of the provisions of the reg- 
ulation will result in unnecessary 
hardship, all in order that the 
spirit of the regulations shall be 
observed: gnd substantial justice 
done. 

Section 15. Appeals. Any party 
aggrieved by any final judgment 
or decision of the Commission 
pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 14 may within 15 days there- 
after appeal therefrom to the cir- 
cuit court or other court having 
jurisdiction within the county 


wherein the affected property of 


the aggrieved party is located, by 
filing with such Commission a 
written notice of appeal specify- 
ing the judgment or decision from 
which appeal is taken, In case of 
such appeal such Commission 
shall cause a transcript of the 
proceedings in the cause to be 
certified to the court to which the 
appeal is taken and the cause in 
such court shall be tried de novo. 
Section 15. Severability. The 
provisions of this Act are sever- 
able, If any part of the Act is de- 
elared invalid or unconstitutional, 
such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 

Section 16, Effective Date. This 
Act shall become effective upon 
the first day of the calendar month 
immediately following its passage 
and approval by the Governor or 
its otherwise becoming a law.

Battleship Alabama 


One of four remaining battle-| 


Ships rests proudly in the entrance 
to Mobile Bay. She is 680 feet 
long and weighs 35,000 tons, She 
wears nine battle stars which were 
won against Nazis as well as Jap- 
anese forces. The 
has been preserved as a perma- 
nent shrine to Alabamians who 
served in World War II and Ko- 


rea. 
When the plans for the USS 
Alabama were being drawn up 


this country was not at war, but 
before she could be completed we 
were plunged headlong into one 
of the costliest conflicts in his- 
tory ... WW II. On February 16, 
1942, while McArthur’s men were 
still fighting on Bataan the Bat- 
tleship USS Alabama was launch- 
ed at Norfolk, Va. 

By early 1943 the USS Alabama 
had completed her shakedown and 
training cruises and was ready for 
combat. Her nine 16-inch and 
twenty 5-inch guns saw action at 
Tarawa first. Later she and her 
2,500-man crew earned six addi- 
tional battle stars at the Mar- 
shalls, Hollandia, Mariannas, Car- 
olines, and Phillipnes. Later in 
the first months of 1945 the bat- 
tleship Alabama _ received other 
stars for battles at Okinawa and 
Japan, At the end of the war the 
Alabama led the fleet into Tokyo 
Bay. 

In 1945 she was decommissioned 
and placed in reserve in Bremer- 
ton, Washington and later 
destined for the scrap heap. 
Through the dedication efforts of 
Alabamians, $1 million in contri- 
butions were received to rescue 
the USS Alabama and pay for 
towing her 5600 miles to Mobile 
where she rests today as a shrine. 

Recently one of her two obser- 
vations airplanes was recovered 
from the Mexican Government, 
rebuilt at nearby Brookley Air 
Force Base and returned to its 
catapult on the ship’s stern.

What Is Your 
Canning Trouble? 


By Joyce FE, Dement 
Extension Home Agent 


Perhaps you have had 
canned vegetables to loose liquid 
from the jars while they were 
processing. This will not cause 
spoilage, but will not enhance the 
appearance of the food and your 
family may turn up their noses 
when it is served. It may be dark, 

If you will follow these sugges- 
tions this problem can be correct- 


ed, 

1, Precook your vegetable be- 
fore you put it in the canning jar. 
Consult the 1964 edition of Food 
Preservation in Alabama for def- 


for different vegetables. 

2. Have a semi-loose pack so 
the heat can be carried by the 
liquid to all parts of the jar. 

3. Be sure to exhaust the pres- 
sure canner for at least ten min- 
utes allowing a good flow of steam 
from the pet cock during this 
time. 

4, Wait until the pressure guage 
registers zero before opening the 
pet cock. Don't let the canner stay | 
lelosed longer than 3 or 4 minutes, | 
otherwise it may stick. Be sure 
the pressure has gone down com-

inite pre-cooking time, It will vary | 


| pletely before opening the lid. 

5. De not allow the 
guage to fluctuate. If it goes up| 
|to 12 Ibs and down to nine and up| 
}to 10 and so on, liquid may be lost 
| from the canned food. Ten pounds 
pressure is used for all vegetables 
except tomatoes, 

If the vegetable appears to have 
a starchy appearance at the bot-! 
tom of the jar, there is indication | 
that the vegetable was too mature 
to be canned. 

If you are using a two piece lid 
— a flat metal lid and screw bond 
— do not tighten this when you 
remove the jar from the canner. 
The lid has begun to seal and you| 
may break the seal by adjusting 
the ring. 

If your canned vegetables spoil | 
the answer is simply one of two 
reasons. Your jar did not seal or 
you did not process the vegetable 
at 10 Ibs. pressure for enough 
time. Remember all vegetables are 
not processed the same length of 
time. You will want to consult a 
reputable source for length of | 
time required.

It is easy 
to get sunburned, if you stay out 
lin the sun too long on the first 
| day at the poo! or heach, 

If you insist on tanning, even 
though it has no physical value 
and sometimes is harmful to the 
skin, allow your skin to tan grad- 
ually, The general rule is fifteen 
|to twenty minutes the first day, 
front and back, Increase the time 
by one-third on the second day, 
by another third on the third day, 
and so on, By the fourth day the 
skin should begin to darken. At 
the end of a week you should have 
enough pigmentation to give con- 
siderable protection against burn- 
ing. If you should overdo it and 


get sunburned, treat it as you 
would any other burn, If only 
mildly uneomfortable, use sooth- 


ing lotions to ease the pain. If the 
burn is intense and painful, see 
your doctor,

Tarwater Seeks Financial Support 
From The Legislature For Hospitals 


Dr, J. S. Tarwater, superintend- 
ent of the Alabama State Hospi- 
tals, has appealed to the individ- 


ual probate judges of the state 
for support in the hospital sys- 
tem’s struggle for increased fi- 


nancial support from the Leyvisla- 
ture. 


In a personal lette of 
the state's 67 probate Dr. 


stated, “1

to a situation of mutual concern 
and interest financial 
for the care and treatment of our 


mentally ill citizens.” 


The letter urged each judge to 
appear with Dr. Tarwater and 
other hospital officials on two oc- 
casions. The first is a hearing be- 
fore the Senate Finance and Tax- 
ation Committee on July 14, where 
the hospitals’ budget request for 
the next biennium will be consid- 
ered; the second, a planned tour 
of Bryce Hospital and Partlow 
State School and Hospital in Tus- 
caloosa by Governor Wallace, 
both houses of the Legislature, 
and the press on July 21.

“We hope that the judges. will 
see fit to support our efforts, 
since every county in the state 
has many patients in our institu- 


tions, and their welfare is the 
prime concern of each probate 
judge,” said Dr. Tarwater. 


The letter pointed out that Ala- 
bama State Hospitals has had no 
increase in appropriations for 
over five years, the last coming 
during the 1959 legislative ses- 
sion. At that time, the total 
amount appropriated was, and is 
currently, $3 per patient per day. 
This amount places Alabama at 
the bottom of the list of the 50 
states in appropriations for the 
care and treatment of its mentally 
ill. 

“We have requested the current 
Legislature to increase our per 
diem appropriation from $3 to $4 
for the first year and to $4.50’ the 


second year of the coming bien- | 


nium. Many groups and organiza- 
tions have urged that we request 
as much as $6 to $8 per diem, 
which would be more in line with 
the national average. However, I 
have asked for the minimum 
amount that is imperative. Four 
dollars per diem would still place 
us at the bottom of the list of the 
13 southern states,” he added.

FREEZE PEACHES NOW 
FOR WINTER EATING 


A peach tree laden with soft, 
golden-red fruit plus a small boy 
with shining eyes and watering 
mouth equal a juice dripping chin 
and buldging stomach. 

And why not? Few things are 
as good as fresh peaches, 

“But since we can't enjoy fresh 
peaches the year around, the next 
best thing to do is freeze some,” 
says Isabelle Downer of Auburn 
Universiy. 

“A good freezing job, while it 
won't improve the quality of the 
peaches, can certainly preserve 
the original flavor, coolr and tex- 
ture,” adds the Extension special- 
ist. 

Here’s Miss Downey's freezing 


Thursday, July 15, 1965 


For syrup, use three cups of 
sugar to four cups of water. This 
doesn’t need heating, just stir and 
the sugar will dissolve, It takes 
one and one-third cups of syrup 
per quart freezer container. 

An ascorbic acid mixture may 
also be added to help prevent the 
fruit from darkening. 

“Regardless of what you're 
freeznig, always use moisture- 
vapor freezer containers so that 
the food will not dry out and odors 
will not penetrate the package,” 
says the food preservation speci- 
alist. 


For the final step-freezing— 
have your freezer down to at 
least zero degrees. And if it’s be- 
low zero, so much the better. Re-

On Tuesday of last week the 
House of Representatives passed 
without a dissenting vote the $996 
million military pay raise bill. The 
measure, as adopted by the House, 
will increase the pay of all mem- 
bers of the armed forces by an 
average of 10.7 per cent. 

The inability to attract and re- 
tain adequate numbers of qualified 
career personnel has created seri- 
ous personnel manning problems 
in all the military services. The 
turnover in personnel is much 
higher than that in any private 
business. Each year it costs the 
government $3.5 billion to procure 
and train replacements for those 
who leave the military service. It 
is clear, then, that retention of 
trained persons is the most press- 
ing problem facing officials of 
the Defense Department. 


New Competition 


For a long time the military 
services have been plagued by 
competition from private indus- 


try, which has lured many trained 
persons away from the military. 
Recently, a new problem has aris- 
en — that of competition for per- 
sonnel by the economic opportun- 
ity program. 

For example, it is more advan- 
tageous financially to join the Job 
Corps than it is to enlist in the 
military, in addition to being safer 
and less exacting. The beginning 
pay for a young man who joins 
or is drafted inte the Army is $78 
per month. On the other hand, 
another young American, even a 
high school dropout, who joins the 
Job Corps, receives a monthly sal- 
ary of $105. Both receive compar- 
able lodging, clothing, food, and 
medical care. 

The irony of this pay compari- 
son between the armed forces and 
the so-called poverty program is 
that more than one million ser- 
vicemen fall into the Administra- 
tion’s poverty category, with an- 
nual incomes of less than $3,000 
—including all pay and allowances. 


Administration Opposes 


The version of the military pay 
raise legislation that was passed 


by the House was opposed by the | 


Administration, which had recom-

mended increases of less than 5 
per cent. Also, the Administra- 
tion’s recommendations included a 
mere 2.7 per cent increase for 
those servicemen with less than 
two years’ service. 

Army recruits have not had a 
pay raise since 1952. Since that 
time, however, prices and wages 
in private industry have spiraled, 
creating undue hardships for those 
young Americans who have been 
drafted or who have volunteered 


for our armed forces. It is hoped 
that the pay raise legislation 
passed by the House will ease 


some of the hardships created by 
inadequate compensation. 


| Reenlistment Provision 


In addition to the 10.7 per cent 
pay increase, the House-passed 
bill also contains a provision for 
| the payment of a variable reen- 
listment bonus. The Secretary of 
| Defense is authorized to pay up 
four times the regular bonus to 
retain those servicemen whose 
skills are in short supply. This is 
still much than the amount 


less 


necessary to train a replacement. | 


Recommended by the Defense De- 
partment, this provision is further 
|proof that retention is a major 
problem of our military services. 

While the Senate is expected to 
|provide a smaller percentage in- 
crease in its military pay 
there is every indication that the 
|military will receive a pay boost 
|before Congress adjourns. The 
|fact that this measure was passed 
by the House of Representatives 
without a dissenting vote is indic- 
ative of increasing concern over 
our international commitments 
and the seriousness of the situa- 
tion in Vietnam.

The man responsible for it did not 
report the event publicly for seven 
years. Ephriam McDowell, M.D., 
was a country doctor, courageous 
and also cautious.

died. McDowell waited seven years 
until after he had operated suc- 
cessfully on two more women for 
ovarian tumor before he published 
a description of the operation in 
a Pennsylvania medical journal. 
Ephriam McDowell deserves a 
place in history as the first mod- 
ern surgeon. 

Today the surgeon can do much 
more, with much more assurance 
of success. He can exercise his 
skill on almost any area of the 
body. He can operate on the brain, 


enter the chest, remove a lung, 
land even expose the heart and 
enter its chambers. Modern sur- 
gery can preserve function, re- 


store function and cure a variety 


|}of diseases which formerly dis- 
jabled or caused the death of the 
patient. Cancer can be cured by 
surgery today if treated early 
enough.

He said BCIA’s second phase— 
group performance testing of 
bulls after weaning — will begin 
this fall. This part of the program

ONCE NOXIOUS WEED— 
NOW IMPORTANT GRASS 

Johnsongrass — friend or foe? 
For years, farmers have consid- 
ered it a noxious weed. Today it’s 
becoming an important cultivated 
grass with about 225,000 acres 
growing in the state, says Auburn 
University Agronomist O, N. An- 
drews. 

“Johnsongrass is an excellent 
hay crop,” Andrews points out. 
“Yields of three to five tons of 
high quality hay can be expected 
with proper management and fer- 
tile land. It provides a good tem- 
porary grazing crop for dairy 
cows and emergency pasture for 
beef cattle. And frosted Johnson- 
grass is adequate roughage for 
late fall and early winter.” 

Andrews notes that the grass 
is still a serious row crop pest in 
many farms, and that all cultural 
methods must be combined with 
chemicals to control it. 

“But its advantages outnumber 
its disadvantages,” adds Andrews. 
“It is rising to its full stature as 
a forage crop now.”

Southern researchers and scien- 
tists are probing for the cause of 
death of thousands of honeybee 
colonies over the past two years, 

Beekeepers in several south- 
castern states, including Alabama, 
have veported losses of 50 per 
cent or more, 

Tests have been made to deter- 
mine whether insecticides or other 
poisons were to blame. Healthy 
bees showed no ill effects after 
eating extracts from dead bees 
and honey and pollen from their 
hives, Also the typical sign of 
poisoning — dead bees at the hive 
entrance — has not been noted. 

Extension Pesticide Specialist 
Charles Baskin says, “This condi- 
tion in Alabama is not as wide- 
spread as in some areas. We're 
hoping that a cause and cure will 
be discovered before there is too 
much damage here.”

When tapped for this assign- 
ment, Barnes was informed that 
he would be authorized to bring 
his wife.

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America’s Action Horses . 


By Cherie Limbaugh 


The history of the Quarter 
Horse has been a story of action 
from the very origin. A story with 
three distant and distinct plots. 
And the story has not ended yet, 

The first two plots come from 
the Spanish and the Indians. When 
the Spaniards first came, they 
brought horses to help them con- 
quer the land. The Indians first 
thought the horses were gods, but 
soon saw in them a new way of 
life. The horses would enable him 
to ride up to the game he once 
crawled in the grass to kill. 

The Indians started 
raids on the Spanish ranches. They 
captured many horses but many 
escaped both the Indians and the 
Spaniards. 


The Indian had very little con- 


cern for his horse’s comfort. When | 


there was grass. his horse ate 
grass; but it ccald also thrive on 
cottonwood bark. If there was 
nothing it ate nothing; but ran on 
anyway. It has been said that a 
white man would ride a horse un- 
til it was exhausted, a Mexican 
would ride it another day and an 
Indian would ride it to where he 
was going. 

The horses the Indians develop- 
ed were small and light with ter- 
rifically strong legs, deep chests 
and intelligent faces. These horses 
are part of the Quarter Horses 
of today. 

The time of the mustang is 
probably the most glorious that 
horses have ever known, The mus- 
tangs had escaped both the Span- 
ish and Indians and were left to 
make it.on their own. Many times 
they were knee deep in prarie 
grass but just as often in snow. 
If they weren’t having a drought 
in which all rivers were dried up 
they drank from gushing pools of 
coo] water. But the mustang de- 
veloped a hardy breed which al- 
thongh he had lost almost all of 
his ancestors grace and style he 
more than made.up for it in stam- 
ina, endurance, alertness, and ma- 
neuverability. 

The third plot was developing 
in Virginia at the same time 
things were happening out west. 
The Virginians had the horses to 
race, Money to spend, and gamb- 


_ling blood, but they didn’t have a 


racetrack. They did have a lot of 
open road with straight stretches 
for a quarter of a mailed Hence 
the name Quarter Horse). By 1690 
the stakes were high enough that 
many Virginians bred imported 
English Thoroughbreds with 


making | 


Chickasaw Indian ponies just for 
these races. This thoroughbred 
linage passes on to the Quarter 
Horse the quick starting power 
needed many times on ranches and 
in rodeos. 

The joining of the three plots 
came on the western ranches when 
all three types of horses were 
mixed for round-ups and cattle 
|drives. These horses have an aver- 
age height of about 15 hands and 
|weigh about 1,100 pounds, but 
carry the muscles of a_ weight 
lifter. A Quarter Horse is usually 
even tempered but still full of 
spirit. He can learn many jobs and 
work equally well on all of them. 

One quality that no other horse 
has is what horsemen call “cow 
savvy”. That is for a horse to 
}naturally look for cows to rope 
jor cut or put in another pasture. 

The same qualities that make 
a Quarter Horse a champ on a 
ranch give him the ability to earn 
a years keep in 20 seconds. In a 
rodeo-bulldogging or roping or 
cutting-the cowboys use Quarter 
Horses. 

Many people think a Quarter 
Horse is the best there is. That's 
why they started the American 
Quarter Horse Association. 

August 7, there will be a Quar- 
ter Horse show at the Talladega 
County Horse Club Arena near 
Alpine. It is a A.Q.H.A. approved 
show and will start at 10:30 a.m. 
You will be able to see these 
speedy performance horses in ac- 
tion, for yourself, and decide if 
they aren’t the best you've seen 
anywhere.

Victor Lasky 
THE UGLY RUSSIAN 

“There is a widely spread notion 
that the Russians have’ proved to 
be geniuses in their foreign rela- 
tions, particularly with the peo- 
ples of the emerging nations. 
Ever since The Ugly American 
exposed U.S. bungling in South- 
east Asia, the Communists have 


all the virtues and masters of the 
art of global upmanship. And all 
the while poor Uncle Sam’s repre- 
sentatives abroad were pictured| 
as inept and bumbling, well-mean- | 
ing but ineffectual salesmen who 
only succeeded in making much 
of the world hate and distrust us.” 

To gain a better insight into 
this bleak picture and find out the 
truth of the matter, Victor Lasky 
made an extensive trip through 
India, Asia, Africa and the Middle 
East. Wherever he went he found 
disillusionment amoyg peoples who 
had taken advantage of Soviet 
offers of aid and friendship. Most 
of Russia’s economic aid, unlike 
that of the United States, is in| 
terms of low interest loans, rather 
than grants, and while it might 
be argued that this enables new 
nations to be self-respecting while 
learning to pay their own way, 
the Russian-trained technicians 
who come along as part of the 
deals are often trained in such a 
narrow specialty and _ without 
knowledge of the native languages 
that the projects become tremen- 
dously expensive in terms of 
wasted time and effort. Moreover, 
poor planning and lack of requis- 
ite knowledge of climatic condi- 
tions completely different from 
those for which equipment was 
designed lead to costly break- 
|downs, long waits for needed ma- 
terials or sometimes, conversely, 
materials delivered so long before | 
they are needed that they are 
wasted. Such was the case with 
some 50,000 tons of cement — a 
year’s supply — shipped to Burma 
long before it was to be used. Ar- 
riving without warning in the 
middle of the rainy season, the 
cement hardened into unbreakable, 
unusuable concrete before it could 
be moved, and had to be dumped 
into the bay. ; | 

On the personal level too, the 
Russians’ dealings with the peo- 
ples of the underdeveloped nations 
leaves much to be desired. Most 
Russians, whether technicians or 
diplomats, have little to do with 
the native people, whom they ob- 
viously consider their  inferiors. 
Africans in particular have found 
that the Russians, while condemn- 
ing the “Western imperialists” for 
the same characteristic, show a 
marked color bias. Especially dis- 
illusioning have been the experi-

Southern researchers and scien- 
tists are probing for the cause of 
death of thousands of honeybee 
colonies over the past two years, 

Beekeepers in several south- 
eastern atates, including Alabama, 
have reported losses of 50 per 
cent or more. 

Tests have been made to deter- 
mine whether insecticides or other 
poisons were to blame, Healthy 
bees showed no ill effects after 
eating extracts from dead bees 
and honey and pollen from their 
hives, Also the typical sign of 
poisoning — dead bees at the hive 
entrance — has not been noted. 

Extension Pesticide Specialist 
Charles Baskin says, “This condi- 
tion in Alabama is not as wide- 
spread as in some areas.

ONCE NOXIOUS WEED— 
NOW IMPORTANT GRASS 


Johnsongrass — friend or foe? 
For years, farmers have consid- 
ered it a noxious weed. Today it's 
becoming an important cultivated 
grass With about 225,000 acres 
growing in the state, says Auburn 
University Agronomist O, N. An- 
drews. 

“Johnsongrass is an excellent 
hay crop,” Andrews points out, 
“Yiolds of three to five tons of 
high quality hay can be expected 
with proper management and fer- 
tile land. It provides a good tem- 
porary grazing crop for dairy 
cows and emergency pasture for 
beef cattle, And frosted Johnson- 
grass is adequate roughage for 
late fall and early winter.” 

Andrews notes that the grass 
is still a serious row crop pest in 
many farms, and that all cultural 
methods must be combined with 
chemicals to control it, 

“But its advantages outnumber 
its disadvantages,” adds Andrews. 
“It is rising to its full stature as 
a forage crop now.”

Children Not To 
Work On Farms 
During School Hours 


Farmers in this area were re- 
minded today that children under 
16 years of age are permitted to 
work on farms only outside school 
hours, under Federal law. 

This word came from Hansel J. 
Hunter, field office supervisor of 
the Birmingham office of the 
Wage and Hour and Public Con- 
tracts Divisions, U. S. Department 
of Labor. He said the Fair Labor 
Standards Act prohibits minors 
under 16 from working in agri-| 
culture during school hours for 
the school district where they live 
while working. This applies to 
children of migratory workers as 
well as local children. 

“The place for children is in 
school, not in the fields,’ Hunter 
added. “Today’s children will 
grow up in the world which de- 
mands more education and better 
skills. Schooling now will open 
the door to opportunity in the fu- 
ture.” 

Hunter pointed out that the 16- 
year age minimum does not apply 
to children who work on the home | 
farm for their parents or guardi- | 
ans. He also said the Act places!

Last week on the floor of the 


Houxe of Representatives the 
Chairman of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, Hon- 
orable Ed Willis of Louvisiana, 
called to the attention of the mem-! 
bers plans for a subversive dem-| 
onstration to take place in our 
nation’s capital, 

The so-called Assembly of Un- 
represented People, of which these 
demonstrators are members, cen- 
ters around a so-called Declara- 
tion of Conscience — a document 
allegedly signed by 6,000 persons. 
Those who signed made the fol- 
lowing five pledges: 

1, They declare thelr “consci- 
entious refusal" to cooperate with 
the United States Government in 
the effort to save South Vietnam 
from Communist enslavement, 

2. They encourage all those who 
can “conscientiously” do s0 to re- 
fuse to serve in our armed forces 
or to ask for a discharge if they 
are already in the service, 

3. Those signers who are sub-) 
ject to the draft declare their in- 
tention to refuse to serve. 

1. They state that they refuse, 
and they urge others to refuse, 
to take part in the manufacture 
or transportation of our country’s 
military equipment or to work in 
the field of military and wespons 
development, 

5. They proclaim that they will | 
encourage other non-violent acts, | 
including civil disobedience, to) 
prevent American soldiers and | 
munitions from reaching Vietnam. 

Could Face Prison 

The signers of this declaration 
realize that their statement bor- 
ders on a call to sabotage and | 
could result in their being sent to 
-prison as copies of the declaration 
being circulated for additional 
signatures contain a warning) 
that signing or distributing the) 
“Declaration of Conscience” may | 
be construed as a violation of the 
Universal Military Training and 
Services Act. This Act prohibits 
advising persons facing the draft 
to refuse to serve. The “Declara- 
tion” also states that the penalty

for this violation could subject the 
signers to a five-year imprison- 
ment and/or a $5,000 fine. 

Needless to say, the scheduled 
August 6-9 demonstrations are 
not legitimate assemblies of per- 
sons petitioning their government 
because they lack representation. 
Rather, they are the actions of a 
tiny minority of dissident trouble- 
makers and agitators, bent on de- 
fying our laws and resorting to 
extra constitutional means of ad- 
vancing alien interests. 


Communist Infiltrated 


Although it is not contended 
that all of those involved in the 
so-called Assembly of Unrepre- 
sented People are Communists, it 
has been fully documented that 
practically all of the organizers 
and leaders are members of Com- 
munist or Communist-front organ- 
izations, Consequently, most of 
those involved in this counterfeit 
assembly who are not Communists 
are either being exploited by 
Communists or are knowingly and 
openly collaborating with them, 


| Furthermore, they are helping the 


Communist cause. 

Not only was this organization 
denounced by Chairman Willis, as 
it should have been, but some of 
the most liberal members of the 
House of Representatives disavow- 
ed any connection with the group. 
Strange as it may seem, several 
of those same liberal members 
who denounced demonstrations by 
the Assembly of Unrepresented 
People have been vocal in their 
support of civil rights demonstra- 
tions in the South. This, despite 
the fact that some of us have been 
pointing out for months that ele- 
ments of the civil rights move- 
ment in the South have been in- 
filtrated by Communists and Com- 
munist sympathizers. 

If nothing else, perhaps this 
proves that many who support 
and encourage demonstrations in 
Alabama are not nearly as en- 
thusiastic about demonstrations 
when they occur in their own back 
yards.

YOUR SOCIAL 
SECURITY 


By Cecil L. Simpson, 
District Manager 
Social Security Administration 
Birmingham, Alabama 

Some students in Shelby County 
and other sections may 
eligible to receive monthly social 
security payments under the new 
law. 

If you were receiving social se- 
curity payments which were 
stopped when you reached age 18, 
and you are a full-time unmarried 
student under 22 years of age, it 
is possible under the new law for 
these payemnts to start again. 

If you were already over 18 
when one of your parents became 
entitled to old-age or disability 
insurance benefits, or died, but 
you were not yet 22 in January 
1965, you may now be eligible for 
payments beginning with January 
1965 if you have not married. 

If you are receiving social se- 
curity benefits, are approaching 
your 18th birthday, and are still 
in school you can take action now 
to have these benefits continued. 

Students over age 18 and under 
22 who believe themselves quali- 
fied for these payments should get 
in touch with our office at 2121 
Eighth Avenue North, Birming- 
ham, telephone 325-3581.

Need Clear 

The need for legislation that 
was passed by the House is clear. 
Beatniks ard so-called “campus- 
cults” have been burning their 
draft cards to demonstrate their 
contempt for United States resist- 
ance to Communist takeovers in 
Vietnam and elsewhere. Such ac- 
tions in some instances have been 
suggested and led by college pro- 


fessors. 
Some of these student groups 
have even sent congratulations 


and money to leaders of the Com- 
munist regimes in North Vietnam 
and Red China and have made 
anonymous and insulting ca!ls to 
families of our servicemen who 
have given their lives fighting 
communism in Southeast Asia. 
The growing disrespect for our 


a Selective Service card, under 
the terms of the House-passed 
measure, will be subject to im- 
prisonment up to five years and,or 
a fine up to $10,000. 

The legislation passed by the 
House of Representatives does 
not make it illegal to destroy or 
mutilate a card per se, because 
sometimes this can ahppen by ac- 
cident. But, if it can be proven 
that a person knowingly destroys 
his draft card, as has been the 
case with these student groups, 
then he can be properly punished 
for his actions. This is the least 
we can do for our men in South 
| Vietnam who are fighting to pre- 
serve freedom, 

Similar legislation was approv- 
ed by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee last Thursday, and it 
is hoped that the full Senate will 
concur without delay.

Effective with the commence- 
ment of the school year 1965-1966 
all students enrolled in grades 1, 
2, 3 and 4 of the Shelby County 
Schools and for the year 1966-1967 
in grades 5, 6, 7 and 8, and for 
the year 1967-1968 in grades 9, 
10, 11 and 12, shall have freedom 
of choice, in the manner and 
through the medium herein-after 
stated, to attend any school in the 
Shelby County School System, re- 
gardless of race color or national 
origin, and enjoy the benefit of 
all services and facilities available 
at snid school. The freedom of 
choice herein granted is granted 
to the parent or guardian of the 
pupil or pupils involved, or to 
such person standing in loco par- 
entis to such pupil or pupils and 
such freedom of choice must be 
exercised at the time and in the 
manner herein specified.

The House of Representatives 
last Thursday passed the Food 
and Agriculture Act of 1965, the 
$4 billion omnibus farm bill, The 
legislation will provide for the 
operation of the wheat, feed grain, 
cotton, and wool programs for the 
next four years. Because of the 
multiplicity of farm problems 
facing different parts of the na- 
tion, the farm bill provoked wide- 
spread controversy both inside 
and outside the Congress. 


Few people dispute the fact 
that the low earning position of 
agriculture poses dangers to the 
total economic structure and is 
challenge to the nation. Although 
realized net farm income for 1965 
is expected to be the highest since 
the Korean War, the farmers’ in- 
come has not risen in proportion 
to non-farm income. During 1964, 
farmers earned on the average 
about $1.05 per hour, less than 
the national minimum wage and 


far less than the $2.61 average 
now prevailing for industrial 
workers, 

Bread Tax 


Perhaps the section of the farm 
bill that caused the most contro- 
versy outside the Congress was 
Title V, that section dealing with 
wheat. In an effort to increase the 
income of wheat farmers, the Ad- 
ministration recommended raising 
the support price on wheat to 
$2.50 per bushel, This naturally 
would have increased the price 
processors pay for wheat, and it 
was the plan of the bill's propon- 
ents that this extra cost, averag- 
ing about a penny on a loaf of 
bread, would be passed on to the 
consumers. 


Proponents of the increase in 
wheat support payments were 
forced to compromise, however, 
An amendment was adopted which 
will shift the increased cost from 
bread consumers to the American 
taxpayer.

Legislation passed by the Con- 
gress last year provided for so- 
called one-price cotton. In an ef- 
fort to allow American textile 
mills to purchase cotton at the 
same price as foreign mills, it was 
provided that direct subsidy pay- 
ments be made to the textile 
mills. These payments répresent 
a refund of the difference between 
prices paid for cotton on the do- 
mestic market and prices paid om 
the world market, In the 1965 
omnibus farm bill, however, direct 
subsidy payments ave shifted from 
the textile mills to the cotton 
farmers. 

The Food and Agriculture Act 
provides further incentives for 
those farmers who reduce acre- 
age. Those reducing acreage will 
be guaranteed higher prices for 
the cotton they grow. At the same 
time, as a concession to congress- 
men in the Far West, cotton far- 
mers may choose not to cooperate 
in the program. In this event, they 
may grow unlimited cotton, but 
they will not be eligible for price 
supports for their products. 

Cropland Adjustment 

A final section of the omnibus 
farm bill which should be of deep 
concern to cotton farmers in the 
Southeast is the title that pro- 
vides for a long-term diversion to 
conservative purposes of land 
currently under production. This 
provision, a rebirth of the old soil 
bank program, allows !andowners 
to enter into contracts with the 
government to retire acreage 
presently under production for 
periods of five to ten years. It is 
the hope of the Department of 
Agriculture that approximately 
eight million acres of productive 
land a year can be retired. 

Past experience with a similar 
program was not an altogether 
pleasant one for the economy of 
Alabama. Not only did it result in 
a permanent loss in cotton acreage 
for our state but certain allied 
industries, such as ginners and 
warehousemen, suffered also.

YOUR SOCIAL 
SECURITY

Many people in Shelby County 
and in other areas will benefit 
from the new changes in the So- 
cial Security Law. One of these 
changes provides for the increase 
of social security payments. 

If you are receiving social se- 
curity payments, the amount will 
be increased by 7 percent, with 
back payment of the increase be- 
ginning with January 1965. 

You do not need to do anything 
to get this increase, 

A special check to be mailed jn 
the latter part of September will 
cover back payments due for Jan- 
uary through August. Your first 
regular monthly check at the new 
rate will be mailed to you early 
in October for the month of Sep- 
tember. 

If your benefits have been tem- 
porarily stopped because you are 
working, you will receive any 
amount that is due you, including 
the increase, after you make the 
annual report of your 1966 earn. 
ings. 

Those who first apply for bene- 
fits in the future will also get the 
7%. increase over benefits payable 
junder the old law. 

For those who retire or become 
eligible for social security disa- 
bility or survivors benefits in fu- 
ture years benefit amounts even 
higher than those resulting from 
the 7 percent increase will be pos- 
sible. This is because the maxi- 
mum amount of earnings that can 
count toward social security bene- 
fits each year will be increased to 
$6600 in 1966, 

(Editor’s note: This is the first 
in a series of articles on the recent 
changes in the Social Security 
Law).

On Nov. 30, the voters of Ala- 
bama will be confronted with one 
of the longest constitutional 
amendment ballots on record. 

The most recent count indicates 
more than 30 amendments will be 
submitted for ratification at that 
time. Most of the proposals are 
local in effect, applying only to 
a particular city or county. 

Nov. 30 was picked for the date 
of the special referendum, it be- 
ing the first Tuesday following 
che expiration of 90 days from the 
idjournment of the regular ses- 
‘ion of the legislature. This wait- 
ny period is required by law.

Health projects have grown over the years in knowledge, ac- 
tivities and membership, says the Cooperative Extension Service 
which supervises 4-H programs, And keeping fit is one impor- 
tant segment of the national 4-H Health program which today 
enrolls some 677,000 boys and girls. 

It is easy to keep in good shape during summer months 
through sports, games, hikes, camping and outdoor work. But, 
cautions the 4-H Health bulletin, there is more to maintaining 
good health than strenuous exercise.

“An increase of $1,800,000 in 
for public health 
will enable increased 
health care and research which 
will be beneficial to hundreds of 
thousands of Alabamians,” Gover- 
nor Wallace said. 

Some $1,200,000 in additional | 
appropriations was also provided | 
for the operation of the state’s 
mental hospitals at Tuscaloosa and 
Mt. Vernon, and Partlow State 
School for children at Tuscaloosa. | 
The governor called this increase 
“an absolute must. The needs in| 
this area are great, and we felt 
compelled to help these unfortu- 
nate patients.” 

Another important bill brings 
under the merit system the em- 
ployees of these state hospitals. 
The governor praised the dedica- 
tion and work of these people, and 
said he felt they are entitled to) 
all the benefits of state service. 

The dental scholarship bill sets | 
up 82 loan scholarships of $2,000 
each per year for any resident of 
the state of Alabama attending 
dental school.

Road Program 
Continues To Expand 


As Alabama’s roadbuilding pro- 
gram continues to take giant 
strides forward, who worries about 
the bumper-to-bumper traffic 
snarls in cities and towns across 
the State? 

At the beginning of his admin- 
istration, Gov. George C. Wallace 
took the first systematic approach 
to the urban problem. Adminis- 
tration-sponsored legislation allo- 
cated $20 million in State funds 
for a 4-year Municipal Aid Pro- 
gram to widen and improve city 
streets. 

Now 
Planning Bureau of the Highway 
Department reports on its accom- 
plishments in administering . the 
program. 

Alabama has 347 incorporated 
municipalities. All are eligible for 
municipal aid and all are partic- 
ipating. Officials of 291 cities and 
towns have signed formal agree- 
ments with the Highway De- 
partment for off-highway  im- 
provements varying from wider 
residential streets to expressway 
facilities. 

Projects costing $10.5 million 
are either complete or under con- 
struction in cities and towns over 
the State. 

Municipal Aid funds are appor- 
tioned on a population basis at 
$7.00 per person, with a reserve 
for special projects meeting pri- 
ority requirements, 

Typical of benefits resulting 
from these special allocations is 
Hobson City, an all-Negro com- 
munity Se A taaiso. The regular 
allotment for Hobson City Was 
$5,400. Gov. Wallace authorized 
an additional special grant of 
$10,000 for extensive resurfacing 
on streets in the town’s business 
area. ° ‘ 

The Highway Department took 
bids on 8 Municipal Aid projects 
in the September 17 letting. Work 
ranges from four-laning a_ vital 
artery in Huntsville to resurfac- 
ing 4 miles of city streets in Mo- 
bile.

Now, here is a very important| 
item for those veterans and their 
dependents who ,are_ receiving 
the non-service pension from the 
VA: If you find that your income 
for the calendar year of 1965 is 
going to exceed the amount of 
which you informed the VA at 
the beginning of the year—and 
this will almost certainly be true 
of many who are receiving Social 
Security payments, due to the re- 
cent increase in social security 
benefits—you should, by all means 
let the VA know of the change 
immediately. If you do this you 
will avoid a possible overpayment 
in your pension account. If an 
overpayment is made the money) 
will have to be refunded to the 
VA. Also, if you know now that 
your income for 1965 will exceed 
the statutory limit for the amount 
of pension you are receiving, and 
it isn’t reported until the end of 
the year the VA could, by law, 
make you pay back all the pension 
you have received during the year. 
It might be a good idea, if you 
have received your social security 
increase, or any other change has 
been made in your income status, 
to contact your county veterans 
service officer and discuss your 
change of annual income with him. 
If in order, he will help you com- 
plete the necessary form on which 
the VA should be notified of the 
change.

‘65 COTTON PRICES 
MAY BE ON THE RISE 
Grassy cotton fields may cause 
consumers to pay more for cotton 
material this year. And the far- 
mer may lose up to $13.50 a bale. 
Since grass and cotton are both 
ibers, a mechanical harvester 


will mix them as it picks, says 
J. T. Gaillard, Auburn Extension 
farm mechanization specialist. 


There may be enough grass from 
one row of cotton to lower its 
quality one grade, 

Grassy cotton is also a problem 
for the mills, Gaillard adds. It re- 
quires extra cleaning operations 
before material is manufactured. 
This will mean a loss of about 
$8.50 a bale for most cotton. 

Gaillard says that grassy cotton 
is eligible for a loan but at a pen- 
alty. This may account for the 
$13.50 a bale loss. 

Fabrics of cotton and wool do 
not pull apart at the seams.

Cat Shows 


If you decide to show your cat, 
you will definitely want to join 
a club in your locality. There are 
several national associations, 
each with its own member clubs. 
Each association has slightly dif- 
ferent rules governing shows, so 
the rules of the association un- 
der whose sponsorship the show 
is held will apply to your cat’s 
entry. For example, the Purina 
Pet Care Center experts offer 
you the following brief descrip- 
tions of some of the classes 
judged in one association’s show: 

KITTEN CLASS: Any male, 
female or neuter kitten that is 
not less than four months of age, 
or more than eight months is 
eligible for entry in this class. 

NOVICE CLASS: This group 
includes any cat that is more 
than eight months. of age and has 
not previously won a first prize 
in a novice or open class at any 


show. 

OPEN CLASS: All cats eight 
months or older that have not 
completed their championship 
may be entered. 

CHAMPIONSHIP CLASS: 
Cats that have completed their 
championships, and have had 
their championships confirmed, 
may compete in this class. 

NEUTER CLASS: Altered 
male cats over eight months of 
age may be entered in this group. 
No championship points are re- 
ceived. 

SPAY CLASS: Spayed fe- 
males over eight months of age 
may enter and compete in this 
class. They do not receive cham- 

ionship points. } 

HOUSEHOLD PET CLASS: 
Any cat, of a mixed color, long- 
hair or short-hair, cross-bred or 
of incidental breeding, is eligible 
to compete in this class. Cats 
entered in this class do not earn 
championship points. 

For more specific information, 
ask your local club or write to 
the association of which your 
club is a member.

cialist, “many small Alabama 
farmers are finding they can war- 
rant buying new machines by 
sharing the cost with neighbors.” 

It’s cheaper to operate a ma- 
chine such as a cotton picker on 
several small farms rather than 
on one, adds Maddox. 

Auburn University research 
shows the per acre cost of an 
$8,100 cotton picker is $76.67 if 
the machine picks 20 acres a year. 
The cost drops to $34.10 if the 
machine picks 60 acres and to 
$27.27 if used on 100 acres a year.

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First, it will make unmistakably 
clear to any would-be Communist 
adventurers that they cannot 
count on any declared doctrine of 
nonintervention to shield their 
agressive activities. Second, it 
will make clear to our allies in 
Latin America that we must work 
out a system of collective secur- 
ity that will meet the new type 
of Communist aggression — sub- 
version and infiltration — that 
has become the primary instru- 
ment of Communist expansion. 

Although misinterpretations of 
the resolution, to which I referred 
earlicr, have been relayed to Latin 
America and caused some reper- 
cussions there, I feel certain that 
when the true intent of the reso- 
lution seeps down to our Latin 
American allies, they will recog- 
nize that a clear pronouncement 
of American public opinion con- 
cerning Communist subversion in 
our hemisphere is in their long- 
term best interest as well as our 
own.

Pension Operating 
Budget Now Has 
$129.7 Million 


Approval of an operating bud- 
get almost reaching the $130 mil- 
{lion mark ($129.7 million) by the 
State Board of Pensions and Se- 
curity recently represents a mile- 
stone in the history of Alabama's 
pensions and security program. 

This figure represented an in- 
crease of about $30 million during 
ithe administration of Governor 
| George C, Wallace. 

Governor Wallace reviewed with 
the Board how the expenditures 
for the pensions and security pro- 
| gram have been increased each 
jvear since 1961-62, up to the all- 
time high budget approved for 
| 1965-66, 

“We are pleased that we have 
been able to reduce the number 
of case loads and the amount of 
|money being paid for aid to de- 
|pendent children, This has been 


which has resulted in an increase 
lof parental support,” Governor 
Wallace said. 

He said he is “proud of the fact 
that we have been able to increase 
aid to all categories to those who 
must depend on the pensions and 
security program for help.” 

The Board gave consideration 
to a variety of matters, including 
new Federal requirements. It re- 
approved clearance through the 
jcourts, if this becomes necessary 
lafter a formal hearing in October, 
to determine whether certain re- 
quirements go beyond provision of 
the federal civil rights statutes. 

“This is an attempt to clarify 
legal and administrative regula- 
tions,” said Pensions and Security 
Commissioner Ruben K. King,

State Employees 
Receive Pay Raise 


A five per cent pay increase for 
merit system employees of the 
State of Alabama has been ap- 
proved today by Governor George 
C, Wallace, The governor approv- 
ed the detailed plan drawn up for 
him by the State Personnel Board. 

Some 12,500 workers will re- 
ceive larger paychecks October 15 
— the first across-the-board in- 
crease in the state’s history. About 
2,500 hourly rated employees will 
also benefit by the action. 

The last complete revision of 
the merit system scale was in 
March, 1952. It resulted in raises 
for most, but not all, job catego- 
ries, 

“The people of Alabama receive 
excellent service in a variety of 
fields from dedicated state em- 
ployees. I congratulate the legis- 
lature for their work with us to 
provide the funds for this much- 
needed step,” Governor Wallace 
said, 

State Personnel Director J. 
Stanley Frazer said the increase 
will place Alabama in “a fairly 
comparable position with relation 
to other southren states for most 
job classifications.” 

He said, however, that Alabama 
is still somewhat below the scale 
paid by sister states to many pro- 
fessional, technical and higher 
administrative personnel in the 
upper pay brackets. 

New legislation raised the legal 
maximum for some merit system 
posts from $11,000 to $12,500. 

Frazer said that Personnel 
Board regulations will insure that 
all employees receive the five per 
cent increase before consideration 
is given to raising any eligible 
employees to the new legal maxi- 
mum. 

The average salary paid to state 
employees is about $400 per month. 
The revised plan will mean an 
average increase of about $20 per 
month,

Fall Rush For 
Tags Now On 


The annual fall rush to the 
courthouse to pay taxes, purchase 
tags and purchase all kinds of 
licenses has begun, The “purchase 
by mail” campaign being conduct- 
ed by courthouse officials has 
been of some help, but still lines 
have formed and some have had 
to stand in line up to one hour, 
The biggest “log jam" at this time 
is in the Probate Office. Renewal 
of driver's license, always much 
in demand around the first of each 
month, purchase of privilege licen- 
ses, hunting licenses, fishing lic- 
enses, as Well as car tags causes 
delay to the taxpayer. Officials 
point out that all of this can be 
done by mail; and in fact many 
citizens are using the mail for 
this service. 


Several hundred tags have been 
sold by “mail order’. Order blanks 
to purchase tags by mail may be 
found at most of the filling sta- 
tions in the county. Business peo- 
ple, more and more, are ordering 
their privilege licenses by mail, 
and many people each month order 
their drivers license by mail. Not 
many people order hunting, fish- 
ing, and boat licenses by mail, but 
there is no reason that this cannot 


| be done. Many people pay their 


property taxes and poll taxes by 
mail, 


Officials suggest that mid-af- 
ternoon hours be used for trans- 
acting business at the courthouse. 
One is less likely to encounter 
lines of taxpayers during these 
hours. Many people can only come 
to the courthouse on Saturday 
morning. This insures that Satur- 
day morning will usually be crowd 
day morning will usually be 
crowded. Those who have time 
available for courthouse business 
during the week, are urged to use 
weekdays and leave Saturday 
mornings open for those who 
must come on that day. 


Licenses Reduced 
For Hunters Over 65 


The Legislature has given aid 
to hunters over 65 years of age 
in the form of a reduction in the 
cost of the hunting licenses. For 
those residents of the county over 
the age of 65 and who have lived 
in Alabama for more than 6 
months a state hunting license for 
40c is available at the Probate 
Office. This license differs from 
the lifetime fishing license in that 
it has to be renewed each year. 
The provision for annual renewal 
was sought by the Conservation 
Department so that the Depart- 
ment would not lose Federal mon- 
ey each year, available on the 
basis of the number of licenses 
issued during the preceding year. 
The hunting licenses for 65 years 
olds were not received at the Pro- 
bate Office until after October 1. 
Anyone entitled to this license 
who has already purchased a 1966 
license either state or county, for 
hunting, is urged to return the 
license to the place where it was 
purchased, obtain a refund, and 
then, obtain the 40c license from 
the Probate Office. This exchange 
must be made during October.

Alabama pecan trees are ex- 
pected to drop 42 million pounds 
of pecans on the market this sea- 
son, 

Prospects are that the crop will 
include 34 million pounds of im- 
proved varieties and eight million 
pounds of seedling nuts, 

According to the Alabama Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Service 
the September 1 forecast was two 
million pounds more than the Au- 
gust 1 prediction. 

The reporting service goes on 
to say that thts year’s prospective 
crop is about two-fifths larger 
than the 1959-63 average.

ALABAMA POULTRY 
SETS NEW RECORDS 

Alabama poultry continues to 
set new records. It is one of the 
state’s most rapidly expanding in- 
dustries—with over a $200 million 
income last year. 

Poultry specialist Jim Hubbard 
says production is increasing in 
the state faster than in the rest 
of the nation. 

“Broiler production is running 
about 30 per cent above the same 
time last year,” continues the Au- 
burn University staff member. 
“Alabama ranks third as a broiler 
producing state and is getting 
close to tying Arkansas for the 
No. 2 spot.” 

A big reason for the increase, 
says Hubbard, is that Alabama’s 
condemnation rate at processing 
plants is down. 

Three yeras ago, the rate was 
running over three per cent —

ducing areas. We now have a low-

If you think a roof is a roof 
is a roof, you're mistaken.

can be — and often is — 
much more than just a way 
to keep the weather out. 


Sometimes it is the major 
feature of a building's design. 

A good example of how 
whimsy and practicality can 
be combined to make the roof 
the principal visual design 
factor may be found in a 
Florida retirement village 
that features roofs of dif- 
ferent shapes and colors—in- 
cluding stripes. 

Wesley Manor, a community 
located outside Jacksonville, 
won an FHA design award for 


its associated architects, 
Robert C, Broward and Robert 
A. Warner. 


Because there are no steps 
in the entire development, 
the architects decided upon a 
special roof treatment to con- 
vey a “village” atmosphere. 


The result is a series of 
gabled and undulating roofs 
clad in multi-colored heavy- 
weight asphalt shingles. 

The unique application of 
color and horizontal stripes in 
the roofs eliminates all sem- 


blance of an_ institutional 
atmosphere at Wesley Manor. 

The architects, rather than 
rely on the pure basic colors, 
worked out a series of horizon- 
tal stripes using asphalt 
shingles in the same color 
family, such as red with rus- 
set, dark green with light 
green, dark blue with light 
blue, dark gray with light gray, 
and brown with beige, to be 
used in alternating courses. 

To be sure the finished 
roofs would have the desired 
effect, the architects made a 
mockup containing all the 
roofing colors. A color code 
was created, and the colors 
were “keyed in” to each roof. 
The buildings, although 
basically similar in design, do 
not look alike and are easily 
distinguished by the different 
roof colors. 

Wesley Manor, located on a 
42-acre wooded riverside 
tract, contains air-conditioned 
apartments for 296 elderly oc- 
cupants in 11 one-story resi- 
dential buildings. Facilities for 
a completely self-contained 
retirement community are 
located on the premises.

dential Succession” in the event 
the present Chief Executive of 
this nation became  incapacited. 
A bit of research on this subject 
reveals that recently, a proposed 
Constitutional amendment on suc- 
cession to the Presidency and 
Vice-Presidency was passed by 
Congress and sent to the states 
for approval. If ratified by the 
38 states, it will then become a 
part of the Constitution. 

According to National Observ- 
er, here are the provisions of the 
proposed amendment. 

A vacancy in the office of Vice 
President would be filled by a 
person nominated by the Presi- 
dent. The appointee would need 
confirmation by a majority vote 
of each house of Congress. 

When a President declared in 
writing to the president pro tem- 
pore of the Senate and the Speak- 
er of 
able to discharge the duties and 
powers of the Presidency, the 
Vice President would become 
Acting President. The Vice Pres- 
ident would serve as Acting Pres- 
ident until the Prseident declared 
—again, in writing—that he could 
resume his official duties. 

The Vice President and 
jority of the Cabinet—or 
group designated by Congress in 
a separate law—could declare in 
writing that the President was 
unable to discharge the Presiden- 
tial duties. The Vice President 
then would become Acting Pres- 
ident immediately. 

A Fresident who had pronounc- 
ed himself unable to exercise the 
office of the Presidency or who 
had been declared unable to do so 
by the Vice President could de- 
clare his ability to resume the 
Presidency. He would resume the 
Presidential powers unless the 
Vice President, acting with a ma-

Says Auburn University Dairy 
Specialist Sam Jones, “In 1964, 
Alabama DHIA herds produced 
milk valued at $129 more per cow 
than non-DHIA herds.” 


In the same period, cows on 
test topped milk yields of non- 
DHIA herds by 2,721 pounds, 


This is a 36 per cent advantage.

Alabama’s programs for the 
aged administered by the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security— 
old age pensions and medical as- 


sistance for the aged — compare 
favorably with their national 
counterparts, 

Governor George C, Wallace 


revealed today that the current 
national average old age assist- 
ance payment is $80.36, of which 
$18.04 is for medical care. In Ala- 
bama the $67.76 average payment 
includes $10.70 for medical care. 

“Thus the difference in money 
payments is a little over $2.00 
while that in medical care vendor 
payments accounts for more than 
$10. Alabama ranks second only 
to Louisiana in the number of old 
age pensioners per thousand aged 
population. In fact, Alabama has 
over three times the national fig- 
ure — 394 per thousand in Ala- 
bama and 117 per thousand na- 
tionwide,” Gov. Wallace said. 

It was pointed out by Governor 
Wallace that the medical assist- 
for the aged program in 
Alabama reaches less than one 
per thousand of Alabama’s aged 
population. The average monthly

Workers Needed 


About 60 children welfare 
workers are needed at once in the 
Alabama pensions and_ security 
program, according to a_ state- 


ment released today by: Pensions: 


and Security Commissioner Ru- 
ben K. King who urged qualified 
persons to contact his office. 

The department is located at 
64 North Union Street, Montgom- 
ery. 

Jobs are in county departments 
of pensiosn and security in nearly 
evrey county. Most are new posi- 
tions required by the U.S. Chil- 
dren‘s Bureau, while the others 
are open due to resignations. 


“The work is varied and fasci- 
nating,” King said. “The pay is 
good, fringe benefits are many 
and the future is secure.” 

Basic requirements for the po- 
sitions, which are under the Ala- 
bama State Merit System, include 
graduation from a four-year col- 
lege or university, at least one 
semester of one quarter of pro- 
fessional training in an accredited 
school of social work, and six 
months’ experience in a_ social 
worker job with a public or pri- 
vate social agency. 

King explained that certain 
social work courses such as un- 
dergraduate work at Alabama 
College may be accepted in lieu 
of professional school training, 
and that an additional semester 
in an accredited school of social 
work may be substituted for the 
required experience. 

Pay range for the positions is 
$441 to $551, with 10 cents per 
mile paid for all official travel, 
and $11 per diem allowed if out- 
side the county on official bus- 
ineds. Appointment is normally 
at the beginning level, but the in- 
dividual can be approved for a 
one-step raise at the completion 
ef six months’ probation. 

Free insurance will soon be 
available to all state employees. 
Workers are covered both by the 
Alabama Employees Retirement 
System and Social Security and 


$4 Million Remain 
In General Fund 


The largest balance of state 
funds in the history of Alabama 
was announced by Gov. George C. 
Wallace as the state begins a new 
fiseal: year. .- 


“A balance of more than $4 
million remained in the general 
fund when we closed last year’s 
books September 30, and a bal- 
ance of more than $45 million is 
in the special educational trust 
fund. Both are record amounts,” 
Gov. Wallace said.

The exact amounts are $4,075- 
351.14 in the general fund, and 
$45,349,178.83 in the educational 
trust fund, 


“This is the result of sound 
fiscal policies and honest, efficient 
government, This is what I prom- 
ised the people of Alabama, and 
I am happy to give this report 
of the stewardship of our admin- 
istration,” Govrenor Wallace said. 


The balance in the general fund 
representS an increase of more 
than $312 million over the past 
three years. The balance on Oct. 
1, 1962, three and one half months 
before Gov. Wallace took office, 
was about $500,000. 


“The surplus of more than $45 
million in the educational trust 
fund is particularly significant. 
We can all remember the contin- 
uous years of proration when 
even the minimum budget for 
schools could not be met between 
1956 and 1961. 

“Beginning in 1963, the surplus 
in this fund has_ consistently 
grown to the record figures we 
have today,” said Gov. Wallace. 

The governor said he has di- 
rected the finance department and 
his cabinet members to continue 
the economy measures which have 
led to what he called “the finest 
economic condition the state of 
Alabama has ever enjoyed.”

INCREASE SEEN FOR 
FALL EGG PRICES 


Consumers can look for a slight 
increase in egg prices this fall, 
says Allen Brown, Extension 
marketing speciulist, 

Egg prices on the farm jumped 
from 32 to 3% cents per dozen 
from August to September. And 
the increase is expected to stay 
for the remainder of this year 
and probably until the latter part 
of 1966. 

Ege volume for the rest of the 
year will continue to shrink, adds 
the Auburn University staff 
member, Therefore, farm egg 
prices will probably average two 
cents per dozen above a year 
earlier. 

The rise is caused by a reduc- 
tion in the nation’s laying flocks. 
The number of layers on farms, 
says Brown, is about four per 
cent lower than at the same time 
last year.

Office Space For Highway Dept. 


Civil Defense and Highway Department Building near Columbiana. 


Progress of consrtuction on the 


New County Civil Defense and 
Highway Department building is 
well advanced and these two 


agencies expect to move into their 
last of 


new quarters about the 
November. This will fill a long 
felt need for additional office 


space, particularly for the High- 
way Department. Also the space 
now occupied by Civil Defense 
and County Engineering will be- 
come available to other Depart- 
ments in the County Office Build- 
ing that are badly in need of 
additional space, 

This new building will not only 
serve as office space, but it is 
unique in that it is so constructed 
to furnish protection against 
radiation from radioactive fallout 


that might be expected in a nu-| 


clear attack. This was done so 
that the entire building can im- 
mediately be converted into an 
Emergency Operation Center and 
serve as a base of operation for 
the county governing bodies and 
Civil Defense. The survival plan 
for the entire county would be 
directed from this center. 

Civil Defense, with National, 
State and Local governments 
working together, has located and 
identified over 37,000 shelter 
spaces in Shelby County, At the 
present time approximately 19,000 
of these spaces are stocked with 
supplies adequate for from one 
to two weeks, The other 18,000 
spaces have ample water and 
ventilation and local Civil De- 
fense personnel expects to be able 
to furnish food necessary for sur- 
vival when it is needed. To best 
utilize these Community Shelters 
it will be necessary to follow pre- 
determined Civil Defense Opera- 
tional plans. 

To assure that our population 
of 33,000 arrive at these Shelters 
in the one to three hours warning 
time that we expect to have will 
require the help of many people 
trained in one or more of all the 
Civil Defense survival skills. To 
function effectively these trained 
people must operate within the 
framework of the county survival 
plan directed from one control 
center. Your County Government 
and its Civil Defense Staff will 
furnish this direction, coordina- 
tion and control from this Emer- 
gency Operation Center. 

The Department of Defense 
through the Office of Civil De- 
fense is paying one-half the cost 
of this building. By taking ad- 
vantage of this Matching Fund 
program our local governing body, 
the Board 
trol, is showing a determination 
to respond effectively to what- 
ever challenge may confront us, 
This is a good insurance policy 
for the survival of our people and 
our county.

In Viet Nam, 
Germany, Newfoundland and 
other faraway places, a cross sec- 
tion of opinion was obtained.” 

Topping all lists were home- 
made things that represent the 
lfamily, the old school, the home- 
town, according to Henry. 

Favorites were homemade 
cookies, cakes and candies (care- 
| fully packed in sealed metal con- 
tainers), handmade sweaters for 
cold climates, pictures of the 
family, recorded messages by 
familiar voices, the local news- 
paper, the school periodical, a 
picture calendar from a_ local 
merchant.

Enrollees will be requir- 
ed to have finished the Sth grade 
and they will have to have been 
away from school for 9 months 
before enrolling at the trade 
school.

field, we believe that the Jeb 
Stuart Trade School has some- 
thing to offer.

bain tence tes, wore ce | Board Of Revenue 


County Engineer has prepared 
the Annual Report of the Shelby 
County Highway Department for 
the Board of Revenue. This report 
17 pages in length, gives a com- 
prehensive report of the work 
done in Shelby County during the 
last fiscal year and an up-to-date 
report on the present status of 
the highway program in Shelby 
| County. 


Interesting facts contained in 
the report include the following: 


Shelby County contains 800 square 


miles, there are 893 miles in the 
county road system and 145 miles 
of state roads, 2545 miles of 
rouds were paved last year and 
)42.70 miles were resurfaced for a 
total of 68.15 miles for the year 
just ended, a total of 400.25 miles 
of county vrodas have been paved 
to date and 202.60 miles of county 
road have been resurfaced todate. 
Ihe breakdown of paved roads by 
| districts shows that District one 
has 99.8 miles completed. District 
two has 193.6 miles, District 
three 85 miles and District Four 
| 87.2. Much work has also been 
;done in improving the school 
grounds and roads throughout the 
county. In addition the county 
has done considerable work help- 


jing improving recreational, church 


and cemetery grounds. 

The county manufactures most 
of the concrete pipe needed in the 
construction and maintenance 
program. Records kept on this 
operation show that more than 
22 miles of pipe have been made 
at the county shop in the past ten 
years and that the county has 
saved $129,687.53 over the retail 
value of this pipe bought at mar- 
ket prices. The county forces have 
constructed 210 bridge structures 
of a total length of 1.18 miles. 
There are 28 concrete and steel 
bridges in the county road sys- 
tem of a total length of .554 miles. 

In addition the Highway De- 
partment has put out much effort 
to make the county roads safer, 
All roads have been center line 
striped, highly reflective traffic 
control signs are being errected 
throughout the county and the 
interior surface of all bridges 
have been painted with “codit” a 
product that reflects light from 
great distances thus outlining a 
bridge for the motorist when he 
is yet still some distance from it, 


Highway Program 
At All Time High 


Big news about Gov. George C. 
Wallace's vigorous road expan- 
sion program is often focused on 
interstate and four-lane primaries 
—the big items, the million-dollar 
single projects. 


But figures from the County 
Aid Bureau of the State Highway 
Department show county road 
construction plays an important 
part in Alabama’s effort to close 
the gap between the people’s 
highway needs and the existing 
road network. 


The 1965 figures speak for 
themselves. County roads and 
bridges will get work amounting 
to $23.7 million this calendar 
year. To date $17.5 million has 
been spent. Another $6,2 million 
will be put underway by January 
1, 1966. 


A nationally recognized leader 
in county roadbuilding, Alabama 
has built 14,000 miles of county 
roads at a cost of $360 million 
since the Farm-to-Market Road 
Act was passed in 1943. 


The Wallace Administration 
has just completed a needs study 
for county road construction and 
maintenance for the next 20 
years. The study shows these re- 
quirements up to 1985: 


— 13,000 miles of new construc- 
tion 

— 9,000 miles of reconstruction 

— 35,000 miles of resurfacing 

— 68 miles of bridges 

Cost estimate is $811 million 
for these improvements. In ac- 
cordance with present-day reve- 
nues, the study shows all sources 
earmarked for county roads will 
yield about $900 million during 
the 20 year period. 

“It gives me great satisfaction,” 
said Governor Wallace, “to know 
that our county road program is 
holding Alabama’s leadership 
among 50 states.”

ULCERATIVE COLITIS 

Ulcerative colitis is a progres- 
sive inflammatory disease of the 
colon, a part of the large intestine. 
The disease can be managed med- 
ically in 75 to 80 per cent of cases. 

Colitis in the ulcerative form 
is frequently debilitating. The 
cause is not definitely known but 
is generally believed to be due to 
either infection or emotional dis- 
order. From physical findings, 
ulcerative colitis is almost undis- 
tinguishable from chronic bacil- 
lary dysentary, for which it is 
often mistaken, 

Treatment of patients with ul- 
cerative colitis is comprised of 
medical, surgical and, in some 
cases, psychological management. 
Surgery at present is necessary 
for about 20 per cent of patients 
and unless some newer medical 
or psychiatric therapy is evolved 
this percentage is likely to be 
maintained. 

The disease is reported to be 
more severe in young children and 
in the older age group. In many 
eases of ulcerative colitis, there 
is evidence of personality disturb- 
ance. Sometimes, domestic trou- 
bles are known to be connected 
with the onset of colitis, and in 
such cases the family doctor may 
be able to benefit the patient by 
way of advice. Since there is no 
truly specific type of successful 
treatment for this disease, medi- 
cine therapy aims to aid by cor- 
recting nutritional problems, con- 
trolling diarrhea, discouraging 
bacterial invasion, and minister- 
ing to the psychological needs of 
the patient.

Urgent Need For 
Army Nurses 


An urgent need for registered 
nurses, male and female, has been 
jsounded by the Army Nurse 
Corps. 

Sergeant Eddings, Army Re- 
cruiter in the Bessemer, Ala. area 
|said today that the increase in 
| the number of nurses for immedi- 
jate call to active duty has been 
brought about by the buildup of 
the Army. 

The nurses accepted for active 
|duty would commissioned in 
}the grades of Captain, First Lieu- 
tenant, or Second Lieutenant de- 
pending on their education and 
experience. Going a step further 
a young man or lady going on 
active duty would receive the pay 
and allowances amounting to $425 
to 580 depending on their grade 
at time of entry. 

The prequisites for a commis- 
sion in the Army Nurse Corps are 
to be a registered nurse, male or 
female, between the ages of 20 
and 35 if applicant has no prior 
service. The applicant must be a 


citizen of the United States or 
have filed a declared intent, a

States. The applicant may be 


single or married (except female 
applicants who may not have de- 
| pendents under 18 years of age).

Refurns Due Now

Federal tax returns is

Manufacturers, retailers and 
other taxpayers required to file 
quarterly Federal excise tax re- 


turns have until November 1, 1965 
to file returns and pay the tax 
for the calendar quarter ending 
September 30, 1965. 

Taxpayers liable for more than 
$100 of the excise taxes listed on 
Form 720 for any month (except 
the third month of a quarter) are 
required to deposit their full pay- 
ments of these taxes in a Federal 
Reserve Bank or an authorized 
commercial bank on or before the 
last day of the month after the 
month in which the tax liability 
occurred, 

Taxes for the third month 
the third quarter may be volun- 


tarily deposited by November 1, 
1965. 
Taxpayers making full and 


timely deposits of taxes due for 
the third quarter of the year have 
until November 10, 1965, to file 
their Forms 720. Validated Fed- 
eral Depositary Receipts, Forms 
537, must be submitted with the 
Form 720. 

Returns should be addressed 
and mailed to: “District Directo 
of Internal Revenue, Birmingham, 
Alabama.”

Over one-half of the fires were 
started purposely in the wood- 
lands. Burning debris accounted 
or the second largest number, 
Wade recommends establishing 
fire lanes throughout woodlands 
and field areas in order to help 
contol fire outbreaks this fall, 


iS YOUR STEAM 
IRON CLOGGED?

May | recommend a new meth- 
od for cleaning it? In one cup of 
distilled or demineralized water, 
one tablespoon of a water soften- 
er, such as, Calgon, new Oakite, 
Tex or Noctil, fill and let the iron 
steam for five to ten minutes, 
Shake the iron constantly during 
the time it is steaming. 

Empty the iron. Make a solu- 
tion of two tablespoons of dis- 
tilled vinegar (white) to one cup 
of distilled or demineralized wa-| 
ter. Fill the iron and let steam 
ten minutes, shaking constantly 
during the time it is steaming. 
Shaking the iron during the 
steaming is the secret of success. 
Empty the iron and rinse with 
distilled water. 

If this did not clean the iron re- 
eat the process — and if the iron 
is sill badly clogged return it to 
your appliance store ts be clean- 
ed, 

You should always follow the 
use - care booklet received with 
the iron. And if the iron is still 
clogged after the above treatment 
return it to your appliance dealer 
for cleaning.

PATIO GREASE SPOTS 
NEED GOOD CLEANING 

The cookout season is over, 
Grills have been pushed into a 
corner of the garage, half-filled 
bags of charcoal shoved behind 
the stored lawnmower und _ tired 
“chefs” once again get to eat, 

In fact, about all that remains 
of the sizzling steaks or spatter- 
ing hamburgers is a spot of 
grease here and there on the con- 
crete patio. 

And—unless a little 
taken—the stains will 
stay and stay. 

“Ivll take more than just a few 
winter rains to get rid of these 
spots,” says one Auburn Exten- 
sion home agent, “That's why we 
believe a few tips on removing 
them will be helpful,” 


The first tip is to use an ab- 
sorbent such as Fuller's earth ana 
lime, This acts as a blotter and 
may remove stains without fur- 
ther treatment. Simply sprinkle 
it on, leave it awhile and sweep 
it up. 

If this doesn’t work, try hosing 
down the patio with clean water. 
This saturates the concrete and 
serves as a seal to prevent dirty 
water from soaking in. 

Serup with a stiff broom dipped 
in thick detervent suds, remem- 
bering says the agent, “to put a 
little musele into your serubbing.” 
Hose the patio again to rinse. 

If you still have prease, don't 
give up, there’s one more trick to 
go. 

Sprinkle dishwater detergent on 
the wet concrete, Let it stand a 
few minutes and rinse with a 
kettle of boiling water. 


WATCH FOR PERMANENT 
PRESS GARMENTS

A real help to the busy working 
mother or mother of a large fam- 
ily are the “permanent preks” 
sports clothes introduced in re- 
cent months. This fall men’s per- 
manent press dress shirts will be 
available. Think of the luxury of 
things to come when sheets, pil- 
low cases and tablecloths no long- 
er need to be ironed if you are 
among those who do iron sheets. 
The 100 per cent cotton perma- 
nent press is still being perfected, 
however. 

If you have recently purchased 
garments that are permanent 
press” be sure to reud and follow 
the long tag washing instructions, 
It is important to remove the gar- 
ment from the washer or dryer 
immediately after the cycle is 
completed because wrinkles may 
develop in the heated equipment. 
It is also suggested that you turn 
the garment inside out for laund- 
ering to help prevent discolora- 
tion alone crease lines in gar- 
ments such as slacks and pants. 
Would you need to shorten a pair 
of slacks you should cut off the 
entire cuff, adjust the length and 
restitch under the cuff.

The number of Alabama farms 
has decreased rapidly in the last 
decade. In fact, it has dropped 
about 45 per cent. 

In 149 Alabama census report 
showed there were above 211,000 
farms averaging 98.8 acres each. 


By 1959, the number of farms 
dropped to about 115,000, and the 
average farm size jumped to 


142.9 acres—an increase of abe it 
44.6 per cent. 

Sam R, Doughty, Extension 
farm management specialist, says 
indications are that this trend is 
still in high gear, 

The Auburn University special- 
ist says also that well-managed 
farms are becoming larger, more 
efficient and specialized, while 
poorly managed farms are find- 
ing it hard to compete. Thus, such

Farmers are like everyone else 

they’re always looking for a 
bargain, And many of them think 
they have one when they feed 
peanut hay or soybean threshings. 

But Charles Baskin, Auburn 
Extension pesticide specialist 
doesn't agree, 

“The danger of chemical resi- 
dues on hay or threshings is just 
too great, considering the intens- 
ive insect control programs most 
farmers use,” says Baskin. “And 
When they feed these roughages, 
especially to dairy cows, they're 
taking a big chance of contami- 
nating their meat or milk and 
making it unsalable.” 

He adds that the residue pro- 
blem extends to grazing peanut 
and soybean fields where animals 
may pick up pesticides from weeds 
or harvest refuge.

Quota System 

The legislation passed last 
week by the House establishes 
foreign and domestic sugar quotas 
that will run through 1971. Under} 
the Sugar Act, not a pound 
sugar can be marketed domestic- 
ally without a specific quota, Our 
domestic sugar consumption is 
approximately 10 million tons a! 
year, and specific quotas are as- 
signed to foreign producers as 
well as domestic cane and beet 
sugar producers in order to meet

The quota system, in conjunc- 
tion with an import duty on 


sugar, is necessary to protect ou 


domestic producers who, because | 
of higher production costs, are | 
unable to compete with foreign

Sugar price is «approximately 
three times the world market 
price, Therefore, foreign produc- 
ers are anxious to sell on the 
United States market, 

When it enacted the first sugar 
logislation, Congress determined 
that our sugar program should be 
designed to serve two goala: First, 
American consumers should be 
assured an adequate supply of 
sugar oat reasonable prices, Sec- 
ond, a healthy climate should be 
provided for our domestic sugar 
industry, 

An examination of the history 
of our sugar program confirms 
that for 30 years we have had 
stability of supply and prices, and 
our domestic sugar industry has 
flourished, 


Importance Demonstrated 


During the spring of 1963 we 
had a dramatic demonstration of 
the importance of the Sugar Act 
in obtaining adequate supplies of 
sugur for American consumers at 
reasonable prices. During a world 
sugar crisis, when supply sudden- 
ly fell short of demand and prices 
elsewhere in the world climbed 
to levels much higher than in the 
United States, certain foreign 
sugar intersets were reluctant to 
ship to the United States quanti- 
ties of Sugar we needed at reason- 
prices, At that time, our 
domestic prices did increase, but 
they did not increase as much as 
prices in other areas of the world. 
The federal government turned to 


all-out production to meet our 
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needs, and our domestic produc- 
ers rseponded. Without the pro- 
tection afforded by the Sugar 
Act, however, there would have 
been few, if any, domestic pro- 
ducers available to respond to the 
call for increased production on 
short notice. 

The bill, passed by the House 
last week by a vote of 246 to 147, 
now goes to the Senate. There is 
serious doubt, however, that the 
Senate will act on the measure 
before the First Session of the 
Sith Congress ends, From all in- 
dications, adjournment sine die 
seems to be near at hand.

The study shows that too fre- 
quent shooting tends to drive 
birds away. 

Dove shooting limited to one 
day every week brought three and 
a half times better success than 
daily shooting in the same area.

Total payments to Alabama's 
needy, through the Department of 
Pensions and Security, amounted 
to above $9.5 million in Septem- 
ber, or more than $27,000 higher 
than August payments, Governor 
George C, Wallace announced to- 
day. 

There was a rise in the old age 
pension program as well as in 
most of the other categories, but 
ja substantial drop in aid to de- 
pendent children.

“Alabama's Own" 
infantry, Alabama National Guard 
drew a special tribute from Gov- 
ernor George C, Wallace today on 
the 47th anniversary of the World 
War I armistice, 

The 167th fought in five world 
War I campaigns as a regiment 
of the 42nd “Rainbow” Division, 
Its casualty list included 516 men 
killed in action.

A memorial monument was ded- 
icated in Birmingham honoring 
members of the 167th. The mark- 
er was placed by the Mortimer 
Jordan Chapter of Rainbow Divi- 
sion Veterans, 

The 167th’s motto, “Signa In- 
fermus” (We shall drive forward) 
is untarnished from the day of its 
organization at Mobile in 1836 as 
regiment, Alabama militia. 

In the Civil War, the unit was 
designated as the fourth regi- 
ment, Alabama Infantry. The 
167th is presently organized as a 
brigade of the Slst (Dixie) Divi- 
sion, commanded by Colonel James 
W. MeLane, Jr., of Birmingham.

ou Deer And Turkey 


Seasons Open 


The deer and turkey hunting 
seasons opened last Thursday in 
Alabama and Conservation Direc- 
tor Claude D, Kelley said presea- 
son forecasts indicate that the 
wild turkey population in the 
state is the highest it has been in 
many years, 

The deer population shows “a 
reasonable increase,” according to 
Charles D. Kelley, Chief of the 
Game and Fish Division. 

He estimated that there will be 
some 325,000 hunting licenses sold 
in Alabama, This figure includes 
about 5,000 non-resident licenses. 

Alabama's hunting license fees 
will be $3 for a resident, $1 for a 
county license, $25 for a non-res- 
ident season license and $10 for 
a seven-day trip non-resident 
license. 

In addition to the above regular 
license fees, there is a $3 fee for 
hunting turkey and deer on state 
game management areas. 

Despite the dry condition of 
the woods and its accompanying 
fire hazard, the Chief of the 
Game and Fish Division said, 
“Withdrawing hunters from the 
woods will not be an esset to fire 
prevention. My observations 
these matters convince me_ that 
hunters are beneficial rather than 
detrimental in fire suppression.

Security has notified 
all county pensions and security 
directors of their responsibilities 
regarding suspected child abuse 
under Act No. 563 of the 1965 
Legislature, Governor George C. 
Wallace said today. 

The letter from 
Ruben K. King also urged full 
cooperation between the county 
departments and law enforcement 
officers in implementing this new 
law.

The Governor pointed out that 
under the statute “all hospitals, 
clinies, sanitariums, doctors, sur- 
geons, nurses, school teachers, 
pharmacists, social workers, or 
any other person called upon to 
render aid or medical assistance” 
to a child under 16 suffering from 
an unusual Wound or injury sus- 


pected of being deliberately in- 
flicted is required to report the 
same by telephone immediately 


followed by a written report to 
law enforcement officers or the 
nearest child welfare agency. 

Governor Wallace said every 
county department of pensions 
and security stands ready to re- 
ceive these reports directly and 
from law enforcement officers, 
and to follow them up with need- 
ed service to the child or children 
concerned. 

“We want this law to prove ef- 
fective in protecting children and 
preventing child abuse,” the Govy- 
‘rnor concluded. He pointed out 
that Alabama is the 47th state to 
enact such legislation.

FROSTBITTEN LAWN 
CAN BE ATTRACTIVE 


A frostbitten, well-kept lawn is 
attractive during winter months, 
so why go to the expense of over- 
seeding with a competitive winter 
grass? 

Extension agronomist O. N. 
Andrews says many Alabama 
homeowners are finding that any 
grass planted on _ established 
lawns competes for food nutrients 
and retards spring growth. If poor 
management and fertilization is 
practiced in the spring, establish- 
ed sod may be damaged and be- 
come completely destroyed over a 
period of years. 

Andrews says  centipedegrass 
especially can't stand fertilization 
that’s so necessary for keeping 
winter grasses green. High rates 
of fertilizer usually injure this 
grass. 

Therefore, warns Andrews, it’s 
best to give proper winter care to 
established lawns and omit over- 
seeding.

Elizabeth Bryan, Extension Ser- 
vice economist, says credit is a 
friend if it allows you to get 
labor and time-saving items for 
the family. 

But when credit ties up so much 
future income that it leaves no 
margin for emergencies, it’s a 
foe, adds the Auburn University 
specialist. Credit can easily drain 
away income that could be used 
to purchase even more goods and 
services. 

“There is no formula that can 
tell you how much of your income 
can be used to meet credit debts,” 
says Miss Bryan. “Each family 
must decide its limit.” However, 
there are basic rules which can 
help a consumer stay out of trou- 
ble when using credit: 

1. Use credit only when the 
benefit justifies the cost and risk 
involved. 

2. Assume no more debt than 
you can repay out of your current 
income. 

3. Look for the best credit bar- 
gain,

MORE COMPENSATION 
FOR DISABLED VETERANS 


More than 35,299 Alabama vet- 
erans With service-connected dis- 
abilities will receive higher com- 
pensation payments beginning in 
January 1966, Neil R. Smart, 
Manager of the Veterans Admin- 
istration Regional Office at 474 
South Court Street in Montgom- 
ery, said today. 

The bill increasing compensa- 
tion payments was signed into 
law October 31 by President John- 
son who said, “The Nation has no 
greater obligation than its debt 
to those nearly two million Amer- 
icans who have been maimed in 
mind or body while in the service 
of their country.” 

The increase in payments will 
go into effect on December 1, 
1965, and will appear first in the 
compensation checks to be mailed 
at the close of that month, 

This is the second increase in 
compensation payments in 
years. In 1962 the increase totaled 
approximately $120 million. 

The present increase is expected 
to total $176 million annually and 
will go to almost two million 
veterans. 

Individual increases will range 
from $1 a month for those vet- 
erans adjudged to be ten percent 
disabled to $50 a month for those 


who are classified 100 percent 
disabled. 

Even more substantial increas- 
es ure provided under the new 
law for more seriously disabied 


veterans (for example, those suf- 
fering multiple amputations, etc.) 
whose monthly compensation pay- 
ment may total more than $800. 


For veterans whose disabilities | 
exceed 50 percent, the law also 
provides increases of approxi- 
mately ten percent in the addi- 
tional allowances provided be- 
cause of dependents. 

Other changes affecting de- 


pendents that are brought abiut 
by the bill increase from 21 to 23 
years the age limit of a child at- 
tending school on whose behalf a 
dependency allowance may be 
paid. The additional allowance 
may be paid. The additional al- 
lowance payable to the veteran- 
parent for these school children 
has been increased to a monthly 
maximum of $40. 

The new law also removes the 
age requirement for Medal of 
Honor winners who may seek the 
established $100 a month pay- 
ment.

CROP RESIDUE IS 
BAD GRAZING RISK 


Grazing crop residue is an 
economic risk for Alabama farm- 
ers, 

“The risk,” says Charles Baskin 
of Auburn University, “involves 
cattle picking up vhemicals from 
insecticides, herbicides and otehr 
pesticides that may lead to either 
death or unmarketable meat or 
milk.” 

All insecticides used on cotton, 
corn, soybean and peanut crops 
have a zero tolerance, or no meas- 
urable amount, in milk and most 
do in meat. 

According to the Extension 
pesticide specialist, many farmers 
simply don't know of the residue 
danger with many pesticides. 

“The solution,” says Baskin, “is 
to investigate before grazing 
fields that have been treated with 
pesticides. Some chemically treat- 
ed fields may be grazed, but farm- 
ers should check with their county 
Extension office or read the label 
on the pesticide container before 
doing so.”

National Guard 
At All-Time High 


Alabama Army National Guard 
reached an all-time high in No- 
vember, according to figures re- 
leased today by Governor Wallace. 

The strength is now 16,222 offi- 
cers and men where the previous 
high in 1960 was 16,081. There 
are an additional 2,001 Air Guards 
men. 

Alabama thus continues to be 
first in the nation on a per capita 
basis, and fifth in total number. 

Adjutant General Alfred C. 
Harrison said enlistments have 
averaged approximately 500 per 
month over the past three months 
and that there are presently 752 
openings in the Guard ranks. 

Alabama’s authorized strength 
received a boost of approximately 
1,000 spaces under the Selected 
Reserve Force program announced 
last month. Twenty-six Alabama 
units were named to this Force. 
The plan calls for upgrading 
these selected units’ readiness by 
increasing authorized strength, 
providing more equipment, and 
tripling training time. 

Many of the Alabama units are 
now at full strength, but a new 
directive allows a prior service 
man to join any organization at 
his old rank regardless of the 
number of men in that unit, Con- 
ceivably, this would allow the Ala- 
bama Guard to go far beyond its 
present 16,948 authorization.

COOSA NEWSPRINT 


The Board of Revenue has ex- 
tended a tax exemption, as pro- 
vided by law, to the Coosa River 
Newsprint Division of the Kim- 
berly Clark Corporation on a $1.2 
million expansion planned to be 
constructed in Shelby County in 
1966. The expansion will provide 
nu new system for the treatment 
of effluent from the company be- 
fore it is discharged into the 
river. Included in the expansion 
will be 300 acres in lakes of a 
depth of 10 feet to provide an 
adequate aeration process, The 
effluent will be piped from the 
mill accross the river to the new 
treatment plant. This plant will 
be on the Hightower property, 
purchased by the Company about 
two years ago, and located on the 
west bank of the Coosa River 
southeast of Harpersville. The 
exemption, awarded by the Board 
of Revenue last Monday, includes 
county ad valorem taxes except 
those levied for public school 
purposes.

Acting on the recommendation 
of Walter Tatum, (Alabama Dept. 
of Conservation fisheries biolo- 
gist) Mrs, W. V. Adams has killed 
all the fish in the eleven acre pond 
she bought from Lewis Walker, 
Columbiana. 

Tatum’s “pond check” on this 
pond had shown the fish popula- 
tion was not in satisfactory bal- 
ance, 

Soil Conservation Service work- 
ers Starcher and Whitten, with 
aid from volunteer workers, mixed 
375 pounds of 7's percent rotonone 
(cube root, or derris powder) 
with water and distributed it over 
the pond Friday morning. By late 
afternoon untold thousands of 
very small bream,  one-pound 
channel catfish, and a few dozen 
large bass were observed dead. 
The best fish, not affected for 
food use, were picked up by sey- 
eral local people. 

No large bream were seen, only 
ja dozen or so medium sized bream. 
One large crappie was found. 

Mrs. Adams will now receive the 


proper proportion of bass and 
bream fingerlings. If she ferti- 
lizes properly and prevents all 


fishing until July 1967, this pond 
| should be one of the county's bet- 
| tor fishing lakes.

GIVE YOUR HOME FIRES 
A CHRISTMAS TOUCH 


With the holiday season rapidly 
approaching, homemakers are 
rushing to complete their search 
for decorations, Their shopping 
lists include tinsel, colored lights, 
ribbons, shiny tree ornaments 
and in some cases, copper nitrate, 
calcium chloride and other chem- 
icala, 

How did the chemicals get on 
the list? 

“It's easy,” says Alice Peavy 
of Auburn University. The ladies 
who have fireplaces are including 
them in their decoration plans.” 

The Extension Service specialist 
explains that these, and other 
chemicals available at drug stores, 
can be used to treat pine cones, 
logs and sawdust and thereby add 
a festive—and_ varicolerd—touch 
to a roaring fire. 

Here's how: Mix the chemicals 
in a glass or crockery container, 
using four to six tablespoons per 
quart of water. Dip pine cones in 
the solution, either by wearing 
rubber gloves or placing them in 
a mesh bag, and allow them to 
dry. 

Paint logs with two parts chem- 
ical to five parts shellac or soak 
the log in one pound chemical to 
one gallon water. Let dry for 48 
hours. 

For sawdust, mix 
chemical and_ shellac. 
oughly and sprinkle on the 
as desired.

Christmas trees have heen in 
use for over 4,000 years. Each 
year they are responsible for fires 
which kill or injure thousands, To 
safeguard against this problem in 
your home observe the following 
rules: 

Selection - Natural trees should 
be fresh-looking with firm nee- 
dies, Provide ample moisture by 
placing the base in a container of 
water. Artificial trees need to be 
selected with care as well. Pur- 
chase the type clearly marked as 
being made of slow-burning ma- 
terials. 

Location - Place in the coolest 
part of the room away from radi- 
ators, heaters and fire places. Do 
not allow the tree to block doors 
or windows. 

Decoration - When 
tric lights inspect wiring and 
sockets carefully. Use only equip- 
ment bearing the Underwriter’s 
label. Tape trailing cords to the 
baseboard to avoid tripping over. 
Only indirect lighting should be 
used on artificial Always 
disconnect electric before 
retiring going the 
night. 

Remember that the sparkling 
glitter of a tree and other Christ- 
mas decorations is attractive to 
children.

Christmas Caroling 

Christmas caroling is almost as 
old as Christmas itself — though 
not in the form we know it. 

An early historian wrote that 
in the Second Century the bishop 
of Rome urged his people to sing 
“in celebration of our Lord,” 
Christmas hymns go back to the 
Fifth Century, when most of them 
were written in Latin. 

St. Francis of Assisi is regard- 
ed as the father of caroling as we | 
know it, according to World Book} 
Encyclopedia. In 1223, St. Francis | 
placed a creche (miniature Nativ- 
ity scene), in a hermitage in| 
Grecchio, Italy. 

\fter this many churches peal 
displaying «a Nativity scene at 
Christmas, and soon the people | 
began acting out the Christmas| 
story. The actors composed carols | 
to sing with their Nativity plays 
and after the plays they would | 
stroll down the street, singing. 
In that way, street caroling was 
born. 

Joseph Mohr, a pastor in Obern-| 
dorf, Austria, composed “Stille| 
Nacht,” or “Silent Night,” on| 
(Christmas Eve, 1818. Franz Gru- 
ber, the local schoolmaster and or- 
ganist, composed the music the 
same day, and the hymn was sung 
for the first time at Midnight} 
Mass that night. 

Charles Wesley, brother of} 
John Wesley, wrote, “Hark! The | 
Herald Angels Sing!” in 1739. | 
Phillips Brooks, a noted Boston 
clergyman, wrote “O Little Town 
of Bethlehem” in 1868 after visit- 
ing Bethlehem. | 


Though not a carol, Handel's 
noble “Messiah” is a Christmas| 
tradition, It first was performed | 
in Dublin in 1742. “Joy to the 
World,” written in the early 18th 
Century by Jsaac Watts, was set 
to the music of a segment of the 
“Messiah.” “While Shepherds 
Watched Their Flocks by Night,” | 
written in 1708 by Nahum Tate, 
was set to music taken from 
“Siroe,” an opera by Handel, 

No one knows who wrote “The 
First Nvel.” It first appeared iz 
print in 1838 in a book called 
“Christmas Carols Ancient and 
Modern,” and is believed to be 
very old. 

The author of “God Rest Ye 
Merry, Gentlemen,” also is un- 
known, but he lived before Shake- 
speare. 

So if you should go caroling | 
this Christmas season, think of 
other carolers of years gone by, 
of the people of Charles Dickens’ 
time in their beaver hats and 
cutaway coats, of English villag- 
ers in hose and jerkin, of good St. 
Francis, and of the priests of the 
time of the Christian Roman Em- 
pire who, before caroling as we 
know it existed, sang “in cele- 
bration of our Lord.”

YOUR HEALTH 


WHY DO BABIES CRY? 


The healthy baby cries in re- 
sponse to a need, Baby is hungry, 
too hot, too cold, or uncomfortably 
in need of a change. The renson 
for erying in an infant can often 
be guessed from the rhythm and 
the character of the sound, 

A recent study was made of the 
erying habits of a group of nor- 
mal babies in families where 
there was no obvious tension or 
disturbance. The infants cried on 
an average two and a half hours 
a day in the first seven weeks, 
with less each week thereafter. 

The report showed that all 
babies cry for exercise and need 
a time for letting off steam, so to 
speak, Crying begins to be differ- 
entiated soon after birth, and mo- 
thers soon learn to interpret the 
sound and to respond to whatever 
is needed. As these demands are 
met, crying becomes more pur- 
poseful; and the infant expects a 
response as he cries for the mo- 
thering that will relieve his con- 
dition. 

Aside from physical wants, 
babies are sensitive to what goes 
on around them and reflect this 
in their crying. The normal crying 
of an infant may be compounded 
by environmental tensions, and it 
has been found that the evening 
hours usually promote irritation. 
Father is at home and receiving 
some of the attention. Other chil- 
are demanding the mother’s 
time, and mother is more fatigued 
from a long day of activities.

From: The Rural Health Council 
of Alabama 


Accidents kill more than ten 
thousand American children each 
year — more than are killed by 
polio, heart disease, tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, leukemia, kidney and 
intestinal diseases combined, Al- 
most all of these accidents could 
be prevented by adults, 


More than a third of all child- 
hood fatalities are due to auto 
accidents. Another twenty-eight 
per cent are due to fires. Ap- 
proximately twelve per cent are 
by drowning, 

What can a parent do to pre- 
vent such tragedies? Be more 
careful — more careful in driving 
and in teaching to drive; in 
handling fire; in storing poisons, 
and in many other home activi- 
ties. Small children should be 
taught the meaning of the words, 
“Hot” and “Burn.” They should 
he taught what to do in case of 
fire. Poisons should be kept lock- 
ed up and out of a child’s reach. 
Teach your child to live safely— 
and then set a good example. 

Children’s lives can be saved by 
better driving, better fire preven- 
tion, better water safety, and 
more attention to home hazards.

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RENEW COFFEE-MAKING 
| SKILLS FOR HOLIDAY 


Christmas is a season for nose 


levergreens, turkey and 
land all kinds of cookies and can- 
dies fill the home. 

But probably the most preval- 
ent smell is the aroma of perking 
coffee. “How "bout a cup of cof- 
fee,” is the standard greeting as 
guests come calling. 

And since this special time 
near, a quick refresher course in 
the art of making ood coffee 
appears worthwhile. 

First lekson is to remember 
that coffee flavor elements are 
highly volatile. Once the roasted 
shell of the bean is broken by 
grinding and exposed to air, its 
aroma, flavor and strength quick- 
ly evaporate. “This,” cautions 
Auburn University Extension spe- 
cialists, “is why it’s a good idea 
to buy only the amount you can 
use in a short period.” 

Lesson No. 2 is to have the lid 
off the can only as long as it 
takes to spoon the coffee out. 
And have the water boiling when 
you remove the coffee. 

The final lesson is to be sure 
your coffee pot is clean, Each 
time a pot of coffee is brewed, a 
fine, invisible, almost  indissolv- 
able film of oil clings to the sides 
of the utensil. This film will im- 
pair the flavor of subsequent 
brews unless removed.

Select a cut Christmas tree 
early when the choice is wide. 
Apply a freshness test before 
you buy it, With proper care 
the tree can be kept fresh until 
Christmas. 

To determine how fresh a tree 
is, do this: Thump the butt hard 


| on the ground. If needles shower 


down, it's a sign of dryness. 
Next pull the needles. If they 
have good resistance, the tree is 
relatively fresh. 

Rub a finger across the butt. 
If it is sticky with resin, that, 
too ts a sign of freshness. Spread 
lower branches. If they're 
springy and sturdy, they will 
hold ornaments well. Odor or 
fragrance is another mark of 
freshness. Avoid a Christmas 
tree with browned patches of 
needles. 

The butt of a tree should be 
6 to 7 inches long and in sym- 
metry the branch spread should 
be half the height of a tree. 

Taken home, the tree should 
be given this care: First, cut a 
diagonal slice an inch thick 
from the butt and peel back 
the bark another inch. 

Place the tree in a bucket of 
cold water. Keep the tree in a 
garage, porch or other cool place 
until you are ready to bring it 
indoors. Add water to the con- 
tainer periodically. Coating the 
needles with an anti-wilt spray 
compound will prevent needles 
drying out and falling. Or you 
may sprinkle the needles daily 
with water. This reduces 
transpiration.

TELEPHONE EXCISE CUT 
EFFECTIVE JANUARY 1 


Telephone customers in Shelby 
County Exchanges will get the 
full benefit when the Federal Ex- 
cise Tax on telephone service is 
reduced on January 1, J. L. Swit- 
zer, Southern Bell Manager here, 
‘said today. 

In Alabama as a whole, Sou- 
thern Bell customers pay $10.3 
million a year, or about $17.30 on 
the average, in Federal Excise 
Tax on telephone service. 

Switzer explained that a num- 
ber of excise taxes have been or 
will be removed under the Excise 
Tax Revision Law passed last 
summer, and the tax on local and 
long distance telephone service is 
one of the major ones. 

The excise tax on _ telephone 
service will be reduced from 10 
percent to three per cent on Jan- 
uary 1. The remaining three per 
cent will be reduced at one per 
cent a year until the, whole tax 
is eliminated, on January 1, 1969, 

Switzer explained that the ex- 
cise tax is a tax on telephone 
customers, not on the Telephone 
Company. The Company has 
merely collected the tax and 
passed it on the U.S. Government. 

If your basic telephone bill in 
a month is $12.00, including long 
distance calls, then you have been 
paying another $1.20 for Federal 
Excise Tax. Starting January 1, 
you would pay the $12.00 plus 
only 36 cents tax and three years 
from now, you will pay no tax.

It is likely 
ne active campaign of safety ed- 
cation pointing to the danger of 
aving lye within reach of chil- 
ren has reduced such injury. 
Foreign bodies often lodge in 
ie esophagus when swallowed by 
ildren or adults. These objects 
re usually removable with the 
d of an esophagoscope, an in- 
rument for exploring the in- 
rior of the esophagus. 

The esophagus does not have 
uch stretching power and some- 
nes ruptures, especially during 
tacks of vomiting following 
erindulgence in food and drink.
